WASHINGTON . — President Jimmy 
Carter yesterday expressed satisfac- 
tion with the initial "moderation" of 
the Likud position os demonstrated 
during talks with the Democratic 
Movement for Change,- and 
predicted that this position .will 
‘ modify even further after U.S. con- 
gressmen and American Jews meet 
with Likud leader Menahem Begin. 

He also spoke again of the need for 
a Palestinian homeland, and this 
time added that the Arab refugees 
must also “be compensated -for 
losses that they suffered." 

. Carter's remarks on Begin wore 
■seen as confirming that the ad- 
ministration will enlist Israel’s 
friends here la an attempt to con- 
vince the LUcnd to ease Its opposition 
to an Israeli withdrawal from Jnde&r 
Somarla and Gam. 

“I have already seen- some 
moderation in his views as he has 
dealt with Mr. Yadln and others,” 
the president said. “And ! hope that 
this moderation win continue.” 

The news conference, much of 
which was devoted to the Middle 
East and the outcome of the Israeli 
elections, demonstrated quite clear- 
ly that Carter will Insist on an Israeli 
withdrawal from at least part of the 
West Bank. 

“I would certainly assume that 
withdrawal from West Bank 
territories — either partially or in 
their entirety — would be part of an 
ultimate settlement” He declared. 
“But that's something that has to be 
worked out still between the Israelis 
and their neighbours. ” 

Carter, reiterating bis approval 
for an Israeli withdrawal to the p re- 
1967 lines with only minor territorial 
adjustments, also called attention to 
previously approved UN resolutions 
and maintained that these 
resolutions , “have been binding 
policies of tlie government.’* 

Referring to these, he said: ‘They 
do include the right of the 
-Palestinians to have a homeland* to 
be compensated for losses that they 
have suffered. They do include the 
withdrawal of Israel from occupied 
territories from the 1967 war, and. 
they do include an end of belligeren- 
cy. and a re-establishment of perma- 
nent and.secare- borders , — -All these

Likud rejects harder line 
on residents of territories

The Likud plans no substantial 
changes In policy concerning Arab 
residents of Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip, The Jerusalem ' Post 
learned yesterday. ' 

The decision to maintain the status 
quo in the administered territories 
came after several Likud per- 
sonalities, including Amnon Linn 
MK. former Arab affairs specialist 
in the Labour Party, suggested a 
stronger line on Arab citizens of 
Israel and residents of the 
territories. These suggestions have 
been rejected, it has been learned, 
by the highest echelons of the Likud 
leadership. 
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Since the Likud's emergence as 
the major Knesset party Jn. the May 
17 elections, and with theprotafoilfty 
that it will form Israel's nejtf govern- 
ment, residents of the West Bonk, 
the Gaza Strip and Blast Jerusalem 
have been expressing concern about 
possible changes in policy. Of par- 
ticular interest have been .questions 
about changes in rules .for .travel 
across the Jordan River bridgesand 
in the status of holy -places in 
Jerusalem and Hebron. . 

It now appears that, the prospec- 
tive top ministers in the . upcoming 
government, including foreign 
minister-designate Moshe Dayan, 
will not agree to any significant revi- 
sion of policy in the territories. 

According to well-placed sources, 
a suggestion to make Dayan 
minister in charge of the territories 
had been advanced and considered 
several times during the Rabin ad- 
ministration. v ■

WASHINGTON. — -Late -last night 
the White House Issued a statement 
saying that President Carter had . 
referred to four specific UN 
resolutions when he spoke earlier in 
the day about the need for a 
Palestinian homeland and compen- 
sation for Palestinian refugees. 

The statement said that, when the 
president referred to a homeland for 
the Palestinians.- he had in mind UN 
General Assembly Resolution 181 of 
November 29,1947 — the so-called 
partition resolution— which provid- 
ed for the recognition of a Jewish 
and an Arab state in Palestine. 

. In connection: with compensation, 
the president referred to UN General 
Assembly Resolution 394 of 
^ December 11, 1948,. “which endorses 
the right of Palestinians to return to 
their homes or choose to be' compen- 
sated for lost property.” . 

The White House statement added 
that the president was also referring 
' to UN Security Council Resolutions 
. 242 and 338, "which address the 
question of withdrawal and the end 
of belligerency and secure and 
recognized borders among other 
principles -of a peace agreement." 

The White House statement said 
that the Israel- Arab armistice 
agreements of 1949 made clear that 
the issues of a Palestinian homeland 
and compensation “were issues that 
would have to be resolved in a final 
.peace agreement among the par- 
ties” . 

The White House statement stunn- 
ed Israel sources here because It 
went .back to resolutions long 'made 
irrelevant by historical changes.

Dayan announcement sends 
shock waves through ministry

One Foreign Ministry official 
whose work brings him into contact 
with a . large number of . foreign 
diplomats Invoked the Almighty in 
desperation yesterday morning 
when he opened his newspaper and 
learned of Menahem Be gin’s inten- 
tion to take on 'Moshe Dayan as 
foreign minister. 

- A sizable number of staffers had 
been concerned enough already at 
the implications of a Likud victory. 
However, they had assumed that a 
foreign minister such as Yigael 
Yadln or even Arye Du tain would 
moderate Be gin's principles, or at 
least express , them in a more 
temperate form. 

"Dayan la different by far,” The 
Poet was told. “In principle he has 
exactly the same ideas about Judea 
and Samaria a a Begin has. 'Kite, 
when It came to the interim 
agreements, he gave in easily 
enough: hut on basic principles he is 
a maximalist.” 

'Apart from a tiny handful of -of- 
ficials at the very top, the consensus 
in the Foreign Ministry seemed 'to be 
that everyone else can feel secure in 
bis job. "Dayan is not a vindictive 
person. He does not worry about 


. whether people like or dislike him 
and his views. He does not go out of 
his way to hinder people on personal 
issues, just as he does not go out of 
his way to help people," was one 
view heard yesterday. 

Another Foreign Ministry man 
said: "Dayan has an excellent 
reputation for delegating authority 
to his subordinates, much more than 
Yigal Allon or AbbaEban. He knows 
how to give subordinates confidence 
ta that respect." 

On e inf orm ant, sensing that he h ad 
a chance to get something off his 
chest because 'of the new constella- 
tion. said: “We expect Dayan to br- 
ing his own personal assistants in to ' 
keep him in Itpuch with work ta 
progress; . that$s natural.- But we 
.hope he won't make the mistake of 
Allon, and let his assistants Interfere 
sporadically ana unpredictably.” 

-. Another official said: "Nobody' 
win put Dayan on a pedestal ta the 
ministry ta view of everything that 
has happened in the last four years. 
On the other hand, nobody will feel 
alienated, as they may have done 
when Abjia Eban was minister. And 
.. not so many, staffers will feel he's 
' . human, with.aH the likes and dislikes 
.you have about a boss, as they feel 
about Allon." 


Mixed U.S. reaction to Dayan

WASH3N GTON. — There was mixed 
reaction among U.S. officials here to 
the announcement that former 
Defence Minister Moahe Dayan 
would serve as foreign minister In 
the Likud-led government in Israel. 

Some U.S. experts expressed the 
opinion that Dayan's appointment 
would prove beneficial to the peace 
process because "Dayan can 
deliver." They recalled that former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
always bad high regard for Dayan's 
"ingenuity and creativity” in com- 
ing up with proposals during the -first 
Israeli disengagement agreements 
with Egypt and Syria in 1974. 

But other officials expressed dis- 
appointment because they felt that 
Dayan's "hard line" on the es- 
tablishment of Israeli settlements on 


the West Bank (which Washington 
opposes) and the need to hold on to 
the West Bank would prove to be an 
obstacle to the peace process. 

There was consensus, however, 
that Dayan's inclusion in the cabinet 
would not make matters "any 
worse." 

The news of the appointment was 
treated as a sensation in London. 
Eyebrows were raised over Dayan's 
readiness to cross party lines. 

Some British observers regard 
such a move, If it does materialize, 
as a very shrewd step by Be gin for it 
will help accord a certain measure of 
international respectability to a 
government of unknowns. However, 
what Is being asked is bow much 
credibility Dayan, still bas left with 
the Israel public after his latest 
political zig-zag. 


Soviet plane hijacked to Sweden 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — A Soviet 
citizen hijacked an Aeroflot twin- 
engine airliner on a domestic Soviet 
l S ight yesterday and forced it to land 
at Stockholm'^ Arlan da Airport. He 
immediately jumped from -the plane 
and was taken into police. cus tody. 

Police said the man, wearing a 
brown suit and behaving very calm- 
ly. was unarmed. He carried what 
appeared to be a domestic Soviet 
passport saying he was born in 1940 
and lived ta Riga, Latvia. 

The Soviet ambassador asked the 
Foreign Ministry to expel the man to - 
the. Soviet Union. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 


said that, under Swedish law and ac- 
cording to the Hague convention, the 
hijacker could be punished In 
Sweden or expelled, ta Sweden he 
could receive a maximum four-year 
prison sentence for a hijacking 
which did not result in injury. 

In June 1970 a group of Soviet 
.citizens, most of them Jews, were 
foiled attempting to hijack an air- 
liner from Leningrad to Sweden. 
Authorities prosecuted 34 persons. 
Two were convicted of treason and 
sentenced to death, later commuted 
to IB years' Imprisonment. Others 
got one to 15 years.

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Peres to Lewis: 
No reply on aid 
in four months

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday told U.S. ambassador 
Samuel Lewis that Israel has had no 
reaction for nearly four months to 
some of its requests for essential 
military purchases. 

These are thought to include, 
among others, the F-16 fighters, the 
FLIR night-guidance system, the 
Cobra helicopters and hydrofoil 
vessels. 

Lewis said that be would make it 
his business to inquire In Washington 
about the military purchases. He 
suggested that he meet Peres again 
soon to discuss the topic in detail. 

Lewis asked Peres for his assess- 
ment of the Middle East scene today, 
and for Us interpretation of the May 
17 election results. He said he had 
gathered the Impression from his 
few days' stay In Israel that the 
Likud government would not diverge 
very substantially from the policies, 
followed by the outgoing govern-' 
Jrtent. 

The ambassador was accom- 
panied by the defence attache. Col. 
Schuyler BisselL Peres was assisted 
by his political adviser, Asher Ben- 
Natan; his military secretary, Tat- 
Aluf Arye Braun; and his 
spokesman, Naftali Lavle. 


Begin conducts 
“cabinet meeting”

TEL AVIV. — Less than 24 hours 
after it announced- that former 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan had 
accepted its offer to become foreign 
minister, the Likud yesterday decid- 
ed to reconsider the appointment. 

The decision to discuss the Dayan 
appointment at a meeting of the 
Likud executive on Sunday was 
taken after a storm of protest 
erupted inside the party, both from 
its He rut and Liberal wings and from 
one of its prospective coalition 
partners, the Democratic Movement 
for Change (DMCj , which broke off 
coalition talks with the Likud. 

At a stormy meeting here yester- 
day, the Liberals — one of whose 
leaders, Arye Dulzin. had openly ex- 
pressed interest in the foreign af- 
fairs portfolio — expressed "shock" 
at the stunning turn of events. Accor- 
ding to one account. 14 of the 15 
speakers at the session opposed the 
nomination. 

Terms such as "a blow to morale" 
and "a scandal" were tossed about 
freely at the meeting, by leaders, 
most of whom had not heard of the 
nomination prior to its announce- 
ment to the media late Wednesday 
night. People hadn't voted Likud to 
elect Dayan, some argued. 

A speaker at the liberal Party ex- 
ecutive meeting yesterday said: 
"They spit in our face.” 

Liberal headquarters was flooded 
with telephone calls and cables of 
protest. "This is a civil uprising," 
One Knesset member commented. 

The party's executive appointed a 
four-man committee — comprising 
MK Moshe Nlssim, Simha Ehrlich, 
Yitzhak Moda'i, and Avraham Katz, 
which went to Likud leader 
Menahem Be gin's bedside at Ichllov 
Hospital to urge the Likud executive 
be convened to reconsider the deci- 
sion. 

Leaders of the National Religious 
Party, the Likud's apparent major 
coalition partner, appeared divided 
on the nomination. Party leader Dr. 
Yosef Burg approved it, but MK- 
elect David Glass said yesterday he 
believed about half his party's 
Knesset members would oppose the 
nomination. 

A source close to Begin quoted the 
veteran leader as having said he had 
approached Dayan because "the 
jioyim 'the gentile world! wJ.’J treat 
him very respectfully." 

Dr. Eliahu Ben-Elissar, who heads 
He rut's information division, said 
Begin "wants a strong government. 
Dayan has prestige among the 
Americans. When Dayan goes there 
it will be different than when 
somebody who is not so well known 
goes." 

Meanwhile, Dayan quit the Labour 
Party yesterday. But he told The 
Jerusalem Post that he will decide 
whether to resign his Knesset seat 
only after a new cabinet is formed. 

Dayan told The Jerusalem Post he 
had accepted Be gin’s offer because, 
"after Begin was elected to be prime 
minister, I think that Israel will be 
better off with Begin and Moshe 
Dayan than without Moshe Dayan." 

The formula which enabled Dayan 
to join a Likud-led government 
pledged Israel would not extend its 
law to the administered territories 
as long as negotiations with the Arab 
countries are in progress. 


"Begin agreed this is up to me to 
decide. The proposal I be foreign 
minister was not dependent on 
whether I resign from the Knesset." 
Dayan said. 

The Labour Party ministers and 
other leaders who held an emergen- 
cy meeting here yesterday demand- 
ed Dayan's resignation from the 
Knesset. But Dayan argued he had * 
earned his seat. He said he could 
have been elected on a Likud or an 

independent ticket. 

The decision also came as a shock 
to Labour Party leaders. Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres, the No. 1 
man on the Labour list and a long- 
time associate of Dayan, was polite 
in his reaction. “1 oppose this move. 

It saddens me," he said. Transport 
Minister Gad Ya’acobi, another 
member of the ex-Rafl faction In 
Labour, to which Dayan also belong- 
ed, expressed similar feelings a little 
more strongly. 

Dov Tzamir, who heads the 
Labour information department, 
said yesterday that Dayan would 
give the Likud government 
"legitimacy.” A senior Labour 
source said Dayan would create “an 
image of dignity. He's an inter- 
national leader, not a provincial one, 
like Begin." 

Labour Young Guard leader Halm 
Ramon said Dayan's move might be 
good for Labour in the long run. It 
would enable the party to make a 
clearer distinction between its 
dovish policies and the Likud's hard 
line. So far Dayan had constrained 
Labour, he added. 

Phones at Herat headquarters 
were also jammed with hundreds of 
protest calls. “We didn't work for 
that nor vote for it." one activist 
said. Another member, who had 
been active in the Likud campaign, 
claimed he was "embarrassed to be 
seen in the street." 

A Herat Knesset candidate told 
The Post: "Dayan represents 90 per 
cent of the negative things I have 
been talking about" and is "not the 
type of leader I want to see." 

The source said that he and others 
were waiting for Begln'a ex- 
planations. 

The Likud executive, which met 
yesterday morning, bad approved 
the arrangement with Dayan. At the 
meeting only MK Yosef Tamir 
(Liberals) insisted that his reser- 
vations be registered. -r-2 

Liberal leader Simha Ehrlich did 
not attend yesterday morning's 
meeting, but he told The Post last 
night he "will not fight to approve 
this (the nomination)- I wasn't ex- 
cited about it from the start,” he 
maintained. "We've got to consider 
public opinion," he added. 

Faced with the opposition. Begin 
agreed to reconsider the nomination. 

Likud leaders appear to have been 
taken by surprise by the DMC's 
sharp reaction. Early yesterday 
MK -elect Ezer Weizman said he ex- 
pected "a few rumbles" from DMC 
quarters but added: "They will set- 
tle down.” 

Faced with their decision to sus- 
pend talks, he said: "I hope this isn't 
their final word." Nevertheless, he 
claimed he was "still optimistic." 

DMC leader Prof. Yigael Yadln 
learned of the Dayan appointment 
from a news broadcast yesterday 
morning. His movement promptly

‘Young Turks’ seek to 
replace Meshel

TEL AVTV. — Despite the Insistence 
of Shimon Peres that Yeruham 
Meshel is the Alignment's agreed 
candidate for the post of Hlstadrut 
secretary-general, younger puty 
members are trying to find an alter- 
native candidate. 

Various names have been men- 
tioned — and rejected — during the 
past few days. Including that of 
Agricultural Minister Aharon Uzan. 

At a meeting of Labour Party 
leaders at party headquarters here 
yesterday afternoon, it was agreed 
that Meshel was the party’s can- 
didate for the June 21 elections. 

Ra'anan Weitz. head of the Jewish 
Agency Settlement Department, 
contacted Defence Minister Peres 
and asked him to reconsider the 
choice of Meshel. But Peres rejected 
this appeal and declared that the 
decision on Meshel was taken 
democratically, and that as far as he 
was concerned “the Issue is closed." 

This challenge threatens to bring 
down the “old guard,” including in- 
cumbent Meshel. The Labour Party 
"Young Turks" claim that unless the 
list is changed, the party will suffer 
the same fate which led to its fall 
from control after 29 years as rulers 
of the country. 

Observers pointed out that Meshel 
had already offered 50 per cent of the 
Alignment seats to staff committees, 
local labour councils and the settle- 
ment sectors, and had also promised 
that the trade unions would get 
direct representation on the 22- 
meraber supreme central com- 
mittee.

Moshe Wert- 
man, former Knesset member and 
Alignment whip, was elected the 
Labour Party's candidate for the 
post of Haifa Labour Council 
secretary in the Hlstadrut elections. 
The party's district council, attend- 
ed by 425 members, gave him a 288 
majority over Me Ir Hamelri. who 
won 157 votes. 

If elected, Wert man will succeed 
Eliezer Mb Ik. who was denied a third 
term as council secretary on 
Wednesday. 

In Jerusalem, the veteran 
secretary of the labour council. 
David Ayalon, has been replaced as 
Labour's candidate for the post in 
the coining Histadrut elections by 
Nissan Harpaz. 

Ayalon won just over 50 per cent of 
the votes in a party contest for the 
nomination on Wednesday; 
however, to be renominated, 60 per 
cent of the vote is needed. In a runott 
election last night between Harpaz 
and Haviv Shimoni, the former won 
65 per cent of the vote.

TEL AVIV (Itlmi. — MK Shuiamlt 
Aloni yesterday submitted to the dis- 
trict court here her defence brief in 
the IL500.000 libel suit filed by MK- 
elect Samuel Flatto Sharon against 
her.

The American Jewish community 
will welcome the selection of Mbshe 
Dayan as foreign minister. Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler, chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of Ma- 
jor American Jewish Organizations, 
predicted yesterday. 

While not adding or withholding 
his personal endorsement of Dayan, 
Schindler told The Jerusalem Post 
that the naming of the former 
defence minister to the post was — 
for Menahem Begin — a “smart 
move." Rabbi Schindler is on a short 
visit here to report to Likud officials 
and others here on the American 
Jewish attitude to last week's elec- 
tion results, and to report hack to his 
constituency on the mood here. 

"American Jews know Dayan 
better than they know Begin." he 
maintained. "They have been deal- 
ing with Alignment representatives 
who have visited the U.S. on fund- 
raising missions. Begin." however, 
has spoken mostly to his party sup- 
porters during American visits." 
Dayan, he added, would bring the 
Begin administration closer to "the 
American people. 

“Dayan is perceived by tbe 


American Jewish community as a 
man who understands the Arab 
problem and has dealt with them 
successfully," the rabbi said. "Thus 
they believe that his leadership will 
be valuable in the search for peace. 

"They remember that Dayan con- 
tributed some ideas toward'the first 
interim agreement and is thus a 
practical, experienced leader — less 
extreme that Begin," noted 
, Schindler. 

The Chairman of the Presidents' 
Conference pointed out that "the 
Pentagon likes and respects Dayan 
as well." 

Dayan’s image in some Israel 
circles as the man primarily respon- 
sible for the shortcomings of the 
Yom Kippur War is "not 
recognized” in the U.S., Schindler 
said. 

Rabbi Schindler visited Begin at 
Ichllov Hospital yesterday , and 
.pronounced him ■’strong' andlooking 
well." 

—“Rabbi Schindler, accompanied by 
Yehuda Heilman, executive vice- 
president of the conference, also met 
with Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday and reported on trends In 
the U.S. and American Jewry follow- 
ing last week’s Israeli elections. 


Court: Housing Ministry savers 
must get 40 per cent mortgages 


The Supreme Court ruled yester- 
day that the Housing Ministry must 
grant 40 per cent loans to persons 
buying flats under its savings 
scheme — a decision that may cost 
the Treasury millions of pounds. It 
was overturning a lower court deci- 
sion that had rejected a suit brought 
by a Tfl Aviv attorney. 

The attorney. Asher Maoz, had 
signed a contract with the ministry 
which he said explicitly stated he 
would be given a loan of "not more 
than 40 per cent” of the value of his 
flat. But when he received the flat, 
he said, he was told he would be 
given a smaller sura. His attempt to 
reverse this In the Tel Aviv District 
Court had failed. 


Accepting his appeal, the special 
five-justice Supreme Court panel 
yesterday unanimously agreed that 
he could indeed have understood 
from the contract be signed that the 
ministry would give him a loan equal 
to 40 per cent of the flat's value. 

In the verdict. Justice Haim Cohn 
poured scorn on the position taken by 
the Tel Aviv district attorney's of- 
fice, which had said the signer 
should have realized there was not 
enough money budgeted to permit a 
loan of the size he requested. The 
justice said that both the rule of law 
and the state would he made a 
mockery if tbe citizen could not relv 
on the sanctity of the government's 
signed undertakings. (Itim)

Carter’s answers on 
the Middle East 


WASHINGTON. — Following are the 
questions on the Middle East that 
came up during President Jimmy 
Carter's White House news con- 
ference yesterday, and Carter's 
ans wers: 

Question: Last March, you talked 
about the Idea of Israel withdrawing 
to her 1967 borders with only minor 
adjustments. Is that still your 
position,? And is there any way that 
Israel could retain the West Bank of 
the Jordan and make that fit in the 
definition of minor adjustments.? 

Answer: That is still my position, 
although I might add again that the 
United States, including myself as 
president — we do not have a Middle 
Eastern settlement plan. But the 
basic premises have been spelled out 
very clearly in the United Nations 
resolutions that have been passed, 
coming from the Security QHincll. 
voted on and supported by our 
government; and these have been 
binding policies of the government. 

They do include the right of the 
Palestinians to have a homeland, to 
be compensated tor losses that they 
have suffered. They do Include the 
withdrawal of Israel from occupied 
territories from the 1967 war, and 
they do include an end of belligeren- 
cy and a re-establishment of perma- 
nent and secure borders — all these 
things have been spelled ont In 
writing In those United Nations 
positions, which we have endorsed — 
every administration since they 
were passed. 

I would certainly assume that 
withdrawal from West Bank 
territories — either partially or in 
their entirety — would be a part of an 
■ ultimate settlement. But that's 
some thin g that has to be worked out 
still between the Israelis and their 
neighbours. We do not Intend to put 
forward a description of what the ex- 
act borders should be. That's not our 
role to play. 

We will explore possibilities for 
common agreement and reserve tbe 
right to make our opinions known, 
but we have no control over anyone 
in the Middle East, do not want any 
control over anyone in tbe Middle 
East. But these basic principles — 
permanent peace, secure borders, 
and the resolution of the Palestinian 
question — all have been and still are 
integral parts of any peace settle- 
ment. 

Q: To follow up an tbe Middle 
East, Mr. President, could you give 
us more of your thinking an the dis- 
position of places like the Golan 
Heights, which you talked about dur- 
ing tbe campaign, the question of 
Jerusalem and other areas like that, 
and can you say how your proposal 
for minor alterations differs from 
the 1969 American plan which called 
for insubstantial alterations? 

A: No. 1 cant respond to those 
specific things. T think it would be in- 
appropriate for me to try to draw a 
linp m a map in the Golan Heights, 
the West Bank, Jerusalem, or the 
Sinai Peninsula. That’s something 
.that will have tp be negotiated 
between the. parties- involved. But I 
think also that it was obvious that the 
UiS. didn't adv^cejhe^cause. ofa 
settlement when the so-called 
Rogers Plan was put forward 
without adequate prior consultations 
with the different nations who were 
concerned with the Middle East 
question. I think It's better to talk in 
terms of what dur country has had as 
its long-time policy. But as far as an 
exact definition of the borders, ' I 
don’t have the capability nor the in- 
clination to go Into that. 

Q: ... your public statements with 
respect to a Palestinian homeland 


are being credited a s being a factor 
in tbe election of a conservative, 
hard-line political group in Israel. 
Do you think that you are going to be 
able to- continue your policy of open 
.discussion of foreign-policy Issues 
and at the same time achieve 
agreements? 

A: Cbncercring tbe results of . the 
election in Israel. I think that the in- 
ternational questions in Israel woe 
very slightly discussed or debated 
during their campaign. My opinion fa) 
that tbe results of the election were 
not affected appreciably if at all by 
any statements that I made concer- 
ning an ultimate Middle Easters 
settlement. 

Our positions are compatible with 
the positions taken by my own 
predecessors. And I think that this Is 
something that must be addressed 
frankly by the prospective govern- 
ment in Israel, by tbe people of 
Israel, their Arab neighbours, and 
by the people in the U.S. 

So I don't Intend to refrain from 
expressing very clearly my position 
on foreign issues to the public. On oc- ■ 
casion, when negotiations are going 
on, or when we have an agreement 
with our negotiating partner to 
refrain from public statements, of 
course, I will do so. But that will be 
an Individual Judgement. 

Q: Mr. President, realizing that a 
new Israeli government Is hot in 
place yet but assuming that Mr. 
Begin will have a dominant role In it, 
and based on his initial remarks 
about withdrawal, etc., do you see In 
a potential obstacle to the peace 
process? 

A: No, I don't. I don't yet have any 
way to know who will put the govern- 
ment together. Obviously, Mr. Begin 
leads the Likud government (sic) 
which came in first and we are 
waiting for the Israeli election result 
to be confirmed and for the Presi- 
dent of Israel to designate the leader 
of that party to put that government 
together. Following that time and 
before tbe government is completely 
evolved, I Intend to congratulate Mr. 
Begin, if it is he, and to invite him or 
whoever is designated to come over 
here for discussions with me. 

There are obviously difficulties 
caused by a change in the Israeli 
government. But in the long run, as 
is the case in our own country and 
any democracy like Israel, the 
government leaders fairly accurate- 
ly reflect the hopes and desires and 
fears and purposes of the people 
whom they are chosen to lead. Mr. 
Begin will have to put together a 
government. It will have to deal with 
conflicting interests as be forms hb 
cabinet, and brings in other groups 
to make sure that he has a majority 
in the Knesset. 

So I don't look at this as an in- 
superable obstacle. It does creates 
question. I tMnk a large part of that 
question can be resolved when 1 
meet with him personally. And when 
he meets with the congressional 
leaders and with the Jewisb 
Americans,. who areverydeeply in- 
terested in this and , (he), sees the 
pose of our own country. X think this 
might have an effect on him * .and ! 
have' already seen 'SraftTttoder atS&“ 
in bis views as he has dealt with Mr. 
Yadin and others. And I hope that 
this moderation will continue. Ob- 
viously the Arab leaders also have to 
be moderate. Some of the adamant 
stands that they have taken in the 
historical past have to be aban- 
doned. If they didn't there would be 
no hope forpeace. So all sides of tMi 
discussion have to yield to some 
degree to accomplish the purposes of 
their -own people.

Zarzar, married and the father of 
two, was a disabled veteran of the 
Six Day War. He had undergone 
treatment in the psychiatric ward of 
Jerusalem's Hadassah Hospital. 
Arriving for work as usual in the dis- 
patch department about 8.45 a.m., 
Zarzar suddenly pulled out a pistol, ! 
according to police and witnesses. 
He walked into Wo If enhutt's ground- 
floor office and shot him. Wolfenhutt 
died later in hospital. 

Zarzar then crossed the corridor to 
shoot Wolfenhutt’ a deputy. Benzion 
Frlzan, 26. He' continued to the 
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archives, where he had formerly 
been employed, and killed Dehan. 

. Shmuel Zurlel, 28, director of the 
Jerusalem Tourist Information Of- 
fice, was wounded by one of the shots 
when he entered the corridor, which 
la connected with Ms office. Zarzar 
then walked into the office of the 
■deputy director-general for ad- 
ministration, Melr VJdor. Vidor had 
left the room only momenta before to 
Investigate the commotion. Alone, 
Zarzar killed himself with a shot in 
the head. 

Police received a garbled call for 
help from the ministry at 8.45. 
Within minutes, scores of policemen, 
border policemen and ambulances 
were on the scene for what they 
thought was a terrorist attack. 

But the terror, which had lasted 
only a few minutes, was over. All 
that remained of the rampage were 
broken pieces of furniture and blood- 
splattered walls and floors. All the 
wounded were taken to Shaare 
Zedek Hospital, except for Zuriel. 
who was taken to Had ass ah. 

'• Two people, Shalom Abuzeid, 26, 
and Yitzhak Subarl, 47, were hurt 


when they .jumped out of windows. 

Spectators seemed relieved when 
they discovered that the tragedy was 
not the work of terrorists. ‘‘It was 
one of ours.” said one woman. 

After the ambulances had left, the 
bystanders and police stood about 
aimlessly for a few munutes. Then 
Jerusalem police chief Sgan-Nitzav 
David Kraus called out, “Back to 
work boys,” With that, the crowd 
dispersed. 

It took longer for work to return to 
normal at the Tourism Ministry, 
where stunned clerks wandered 
about discussing the tragedy. 

Meanwhile the Jerusalem police 
spokesman confirmed that Zarzar 
had possessed a pistol for which he 
had a valid and legal permit. While 
noting that such permits were for- 
mally issued by the Interior 
Ministry, he did point out that not 
everyone who undergoes psychiatric 
treatment is automatically barred 
from owning a firearm. 

Tourism Minister spokesman 
Michael Gidron said Zarzar had 

been employed with the cooperation 
of the rehabilitation department of

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Disruptions on air waves

Sporadic disruptions continue to 
plague radio and television as broad- 
cast engineers press their demand 
fbr a "stand-by increment” to their 
pay cheques. 

So far the sanctions are affecting 
radio broadcasts . on all stations In 
the Tel Aviv area, with no program- 
ming except the hourly news 
bulletins being aired between 11 p.m. 
and 8 a.m. 

In addition, UHF. television 
channel 27 in Tel Aviv and channels 
40 56 in Jerusalem were still 

blacked out as of last night. Though 
channels 40 and 56 serve Jerusalem 
viewers, their transmission facilities 
are remotely controlled from Tel 
Aviv. 

It is the Tel Aviv works committee 
of the Communications Ministry’s 
broadcasting department which is 
demanding the extra stand-by pay. 
The workers say that, like doctors, 
they are entitled to a monthly bonus 
far being available fear "emergency” 
duty at transmitter sites, if and when 
needed- 


The ministry [s press offficer, 
Ze chary a Mlzrotzky, told- The 
Jerusalem That last night: "We have 
16,000 employees in the Com- 
munications Mi ni s t r y and none of 
them — Including these workers — 
has been asked to stay at home and 
make : himself available for . call. 
Most of our broadcasting equipment 
Is semi -automated. So if a worker, 
falls to report for work, the show can 
still go on, even with a reduced staff 
cm hand.” 

Mlzrotzky said that when a piece 
.of equipment breaks down and ad- 
ditional staff is needed, the roster is 
canvassed until someone is called in. 
"And we pay the full rate for this 
extra-time work, just as provided for 
in the work agreement with the 
broadcast engineers,” he said. 

According to Mlzrotzky, fewer 
than SO engineers and technicians 
' are involved in the partial work stop- 
page. He said their works committee 
was invited to meet with the 
ministry’s director-general Mo she 
Gidron on Wednesday, bid informed 
Him that they were not Interested. '

local residents, especially of the 
Naveh Sha'&nan and Romema 
quarters, have been plagued by an 
invasion of mosquitoes that Is keep- 
ing many awake swatting and 
'Itemnj. 

Some claim that the mosquitoes 
are of anew breed "more aggressive 
and with tougher stlnga, sort of 
hawkish," adding that the sting 
causes Immediate swelling and 
lasting irritation. 

The director of the city's cleaning 
department, David Yenshman, con- 
firmed the plague and said bis men 
have doubled their efforts to spray 
the offending roomers oiit of ex- 
istence. 

He said the invasion was due to 
this year’s late rains, which washed 
away the routine spraying of known 
mosquito-breeding grounds which 
his men did In April. The late rains 
created new bodies of stagnant 
water, especially on the eastern 
slopes of Mount Carmel, creating 


breeding grounds ' for the moa- 
qtftoes. he 'explained: I 'i - • • -1 
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any water j eVen If only tf pall of tin' 


can wipe out the mosquitoes at 
source, which, is the only effective 
way to fight 'them." 

■" He said he had. "not heard" of any 
new type of mosquito, but noted that 
every mosquito bite la bothersome, 
especially at night. He cold he had 
alerted the Health Ministry's local 
sanitation. engineer to the possibility 
of anew stralnqf stinging insect and 
the engineer, Y. Avital, said he 
would investigate the matter. 

Entomologist Meir Brosa said that 
if a new strain of mosquito — 
possibly immune to the regular 
sprays — is Involved it should, he 
studied to provide an antidote. He 
therefore called on residents to natch 
-specimens that caused skin irrita- 
tion and to bring them to Mm for ex- 
amination, “dead or alive.” They 
should be brought in a dosed jar, ina 
few drops of alcohol, to Ms home at 
20 Alexander Tana] Street. He can 
also he reached by . telephoning

Tourist pickets travel agency after 
failing to get promised hotel room 


Clerks Inside cowered behind their 
desks yesterday as Harriet.Karol, a 
tourist from Los Angeles', 
demonstrated outside the Jerusalem 
office of Kopel Tours. 

Mrs, Karol, who was accompanied 
by several muscular young men 
carrying signs, told The Jerusalem 
Post that she was protesting the 
agency's unfair treatment. She was 
especially concerned, she said, that 
Kopel would continue to be less than 
equitable in its dealings with 
tourists. 

A successful real estate investor, 
Mrs. Karol, who arrived eight days 
ago, was due to stay at the 
Jerusalem HUton. When her group 
arrived at the hotel, however, ahe 
and another tourist , were told that 
the Hilton had overbooked and they 
must go to the Diplomat, across 
town. " 

She was n ot going to budge, even if 
she had to sleep in their lobby, she 
said. "Rut the hotel clerks convinced 
me it was not them but Kbpel that

was at fault.” The company had only 
reserved rooms for 20 ; the group had 
22 members. 

After calling her family in Los 
Angeles to tell them of her change of 
address, ahe spent the night at the 
•Diplomat. The next day, she went to 
the Kopel office where the manager 
evaded her. 

. Finally she did get a room In the 
Hilton, but by that time ahe was up in 
arms. She felt It was her duty to pur- 
sue the issue, 'she said. 

She complained at the Tourism 
Ministry offices, where Minister 
Moahe Kol personally listened to her 
complaint. 

Learning that she needed a police 
permit to demonstrate, she got one 
on Wednesday. Yesterday she was in 
front of the Kbpel office with her 
signs and supporters. Office 
manager Nat Himmelhock hovered 
In the background not far from a 


poster which read, “Fire Nat 
Himmelhock." 

"He told me he was sick in bed. 
when 1 tried to talk to him on the 
phone today," she said. "Hie seems 
to have gotten well pretty fast." 

■ A Kbpel spokesman told The Post 
that the agency had notified the 
agent in Los Angeles that it could 
only put up 20 people at the Hilton. 
"Finally, with the cooperation of the 
HUton. we found a room for her 
there. That was all we could do.” 
Jerusalem, bystanders seemed to 
Sympathize with Mrs. Karol.* One 
woman told her she must come on 
aliya "to help us get rid of all the 
crooks In the Jewish Agency." 

A social worker who had worked 
with some of the youths protesting 
said. "These Americans really have 
good consumer consciousness.” 

A policeman who checked Mrs. 
Karol's permit to demonstrate after 
the agency called the police only 
said, "Kol hakavod” (more power to 
her).

- There is a severe shortage of in- 
stitutions for the mentally retarded 
in Israel,- and the Welfare Ministry 
has built. only two new ones in the 
last -10 years, the state comptroller 
reported in his 1976 survey. 

At the end of 1975, the estimated 
number of retarded persons was 15,- 
000. About 12,000 were In public or 
private institutions or community 
care centres, and 1,200 were on the 
waiting list for boarding institutions. 
An estimated 300 persons. were add- 
ed to the waiting list each year for 
the past, four years; but no one 
knows the exact number, since the 
ministry has not updated its figures. 
The Service for the Retarded es- 
timates that the animal rate will in- 
crease, however, and some '600 ad- 
ditional -persons each year will be 
waiting for acceptance in on institu- 
tion. 

- The ministry, which is also respon- 
sible for supervising private in- 
stitutions, closed eight of them in 
1974/75 for failing to meet standards 
of operation. The 630 residents were 
then distributed among other In- 
stitutions. By the end. of 1976, In- 
stitutions were overcrowded by a 
national average of 25 per bent. 

The two new Institutions built In 
the last 10 years can accommodate 
864 residents, and other institutions 
have, been expanded to accept 
another 850. But the pace of building 
and expansion was much slower

than originally planned, the comp- 
. trailer pointed out. 

Li- 1966, the service decided to 
build an institution for 432 residents 
in Dlznona, to be finished by 1971 at a 
cost of HAm. The tender, scheduled 
for January i960, was published In 
February 1972. By then the es- 
timated cost was IL20.7m . In the end 
it cost ILfilm., of which H23m. was 
attributed to inflation. 

By the time the comptroller’s 
study was finished, work on the 
building had not been completed, hi 
November 1976, 10 years after the 
decision to build the institution, it 
was serving only one-third of its 
projected population — 150 retarded 
persons. 

Some of the development of in- 
stitutions for the retarded has been 
done through the Association for the 
Construction and Operation of 
Institutions, set up in cooperation 
with Akim In 1963. Its original pur- 
pose was to' build an institution at 
Kfar Nabman, but its operations 
were later expanded. 

The association was first to be 
funded by trusts. But in fact, its later 
work (after Kfar Nahman) was 
financed almost entirely by the 
Ministry of Welfare. In that case, the 
ministry is required to employ only 
the government's own Public Works 
Department in construction. It 
didn't. 

Instead, it commissioned work 
from various private contractors, 
and the comptroller found 
Irregularities in the publishing and 
acceptance of tenders. The lowest 
bid did not always get the job; there 
was lack of documentation of bids 
and expenditure s., - 

Budget estimates were found to be 
unrealistic. When the Hevrat 
Ne'urim institution for delinquent 
youth was taken over for conversion 
into an. institution for the retarded 
(in 1974) , the ministry estimated the 
cost of expansion at IL3, 150,000.. The 
actual cost that year waa over 
IL8.5m. • *.• 


The comptroller also investigated 
the Central Fund for the Advance- 
ment and Development of Better- 
ment Services — which turned out to 
be something of a phantom. 

In 1973 the welfare minister took 
steps to set up a fund which would 
gather under one roof the resources 
and administration of various funds 
and endowments, to streamline and 
simplify the running of the various 
welfare institutions they supported. 
At the time, about seven funds and 
associations were to be included. 

By the end of 1976 only two funds 
were in the central fund — the Fund 
for the Management of Welfare 
Institutions, and the Israel Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Social 
and Community Work. Despite the 
paucity of organizations under its 
roof, the central fund managed to 
employ 716 persons in full or part- 
time jobs, an increase of 200 
employees in two years. Most of 
them worked In the Institutions sup- 
ported by the central fund. 

The board of directors consisted of 
17 persons appointed by the welfare 
minister. Six were high officials of 
the ministry. Though the constitu- 
tion called for at least two nee tings a 
year, only two were held between 
October 1973 and January 1977. 

The budget for 1975 — IL20m. — 
was transferred from the Welfare 
Ministry. By the end of 1976, there 
was still no financial report for 1975, 
the comptroller reported. 

The board appointed nine subcom- 
mittees for special topics, as per- 
mitted by its constitution. Most of 
the participants were employees of 
the ministry, and no guidelines were 
set for the operation of the com- 
mittees. 

Many of the central fund's 
employees were taken on directly by 
services of the ministry, without con- 
sulting with the fund's board of 
directors. Furthermore, only some 
of the properties of the two compo- 
nent organizations were transferred 
to the' fund — and no inventory was 
kept. 

In sum, the comptroller notea that 
so* "independent organizational and 
professional framework was 
created” in the fund. Though no ef- 
ficiency was gained by "unifying" 
the organizations, the comptroller 
added, the ministry was still discuss- 
ing transferring other funds into the 
central fund at the time of the 
review.

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Woman remanded in girl’s abduction 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A 22-year-old 
Ramie woman was remanded in 
custody for 15 days yesterday, in 
connection with her alleged role in 
the kidnapping of a high school girl 
here. 

According to the police complaint, 
Natalia Jacob ashvilli went to the 
girl's school and told officials there 
she was a nurse who had come to get 
the victim because one of her family 
had been injured in an accident. The 
victim was then allegedly taken to 
Beit Shemesh, where she was held 
by the Jacob ashvilli woman and 
several accomplices. 


Three other' persons — two youths 
from Tel Aviv and a Holon woman — 
have been arrested in connection 
with the kidnapping. The Holon 
woman was freed on bail, but yester- 
day Magistrates Court judge Arye 
Even-Ari denied a request to free 
Jacobashvilli.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Major 
General John K. Singlaub 'a criticism 
of U.S. plans to withdraw troops 
from South Korea waa "a very 
serious breach" of his responsibility 
and was "an invitation to the world 
to expect an inevitable war," U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter said yester- 
day. 

He added in his news conference 
that "Gen. Singlaub was not fired" 
for his remarks on the withdrawal to 
a reporter. "He was not being 
chastized or punished," Carter went 
on. explaining that the officer had 
been “transferred." 

Later in the news conference, the 
president levelled very serious com- 
plaints against Singlaub. the third- 
ranking American officer in Korea. 

Singlaub had been briefed on the 
policy to pull out the 33,000 U.S. 
ground troops now In Korea over the 
next four or five years, Carter said. 
He added that the policy had been 
evolved over a number of years. 

By saying the pullback would lead 
to a new war with North Korea, 


Singlaub had engaged "in a very 
serious breach of the propriety that 
must exist" In the expressions of an 
American military official. Carter 
said. 

There was no way Singlaub could 
be allowed to remain in Korea, the 
president added, referring to the 
general’s statement to Congress that 
he would have carried out the 
withdrawal policy even though dis- 
agreeing with it. 

His anti-withdrawal stand. Carter 
said, "was an invitation to North 
Korea that South Korea is not able to 
take care of itself... it was an invita- 
tion to the world to expect an in- 
evitable war." 

In Seoul yesterday. 2.000 South 
Korean Christians conducted an in- 
door prayer rally to dramatize their 
opposition to withdrawal. Many 
Christian activists are among the 
harshest critics of South Korean 
President Park Chung Hee’s 
authoritarian regime; but they 
agree with Park on the withdrawal 
issue.

Dutch Labour Party 
gains 10 seats 

THE HAGUE (Reuter). — Dutch 
Prime Minister Joop den Uyl. 
boosted by a triumph for his Labour 
Party in the Dutch general election, 
yesterday postponed the first steps 
towards forming a new coalition 
while he deals with Holland's double 
hostage drama. 

Labour gained a record 10 seats on 
Wednesday, gobbling up the voter 
strength of small left-wing parties. 

Den Uyl. ST. described the election 
which left Labour with 53 seats, as 
the biggest shift in the Dutch 
political scene for 30 years. The 
Christian Democrats, led by Justice 
Minister Andreas van Agt, finished 
with 49 seats, a gain of two. The 
Liberal Party moved up from 22 
seats to 23. The small parties were 
decimated.

I'm a Quaker 
and you’re a Jew and neither of us is 
very orthodox, but I think both of us 
probably have a deeper religious 
sensitivity than some of those that 
are so loudly proclaiming it all the 
time." 

In general. Nixon had few kind 
words far the press. He said that 
Spiro Agnew. who resigned as vice- 
president after being named in a 
kickback scandal, "got a lot rougher 
treatment than would have been the 
case had he been one of the liberals* 
favourite pin-up boys." 

He characterized the Supreme 
Court decision In Sullivan vs. "The 
New York Times" as "a licence for 
the media to lie." 

"So my paint is: Let's just not 
have all this sanctimonious business 
about the poor repressed press. I 
went through it through all the years 
I've been in public life, and ... they 
never have been repressed as far as 
I'm concerned. 

"I don't want 'em repressed; but 
believe me, when they take me on, or 
when they take any public figure on.

They carried Madeleine WItjes, 7, 
out on a stretcher. The girl, a small 
form huddled in brown blankets, was . 
put into the ambulance and whisked 
away to hospital for treatment of 
what an official said was an Internal 
disorder. 

Madeleine's release was the first

MOSCOW (UPI). — The proposed 
new Soviet national constitution will 
deal with such controversial Issues 
as human rights and the rights of the 
republics making up the Soviet 
federation, and will contain special 
chapters on foreign policy and 
defence! 

"Pravda" and “Izvestia" yester- 
day front-paged lengthy articles and 
editorials on the draft constitution, 
which was approved Tuesday by the 
central committee of the Co mmun ist 
Party. "Pravda” also published 
letters from readers who said they 
were "Impatiently awaiting" 
publication of the text of the new con- 
stitution. 

"The political rights and freedoms 
of Soviet citizens are formulated 
much more extensively than 
before." "Pravda" said. "It Is im- 
portant to note that, as It Is Indicated 
in the draft, the rights and freedoms 
of citizens cannot and should not be 
used against the socialist social 
system to the detriment of the in- 
terests of the Soviet people." 

The comments indicated that the 
new draft may well dilute the old 
constitution's often-ignored but 
documented guarantees of the rights 
of free speech and free assembly, 
which have been cited by Soviet dis- 
sidents. 

"The further strengthening of 
socialist legality and law and order 
found its clear expression In the 
draft." "Pravda" said. 


“Pravda" said that the new con- 
stitution - — which was first 
suggested by Nikita Khrushchev in 
1959 and has been in the works ever 
since — would contain for the first 
time special chapters on foreign 
policy and defence of the homeland. 

"Pravda" said the foreign-policy 
section "says that the Soviet state 
consistently pursues the Leninist 
policy of peace, comes out for 
strengthening the security of people 
and extensive international 
cooperation." 

On its front page. "Pravda" 
quoted an engineer from Minsk as 
writing: "When you meet someone 
on the street the talk is always of the 
recent plenum (of the central com- 
mittee) . My colleagues unanimously 
approve the important decisions 
taken by the plenum and we are 
waiting impatiently for publication 
of the draft of the constitution." 

An editor at "Pravda” would give 
no indication when the text of the 
new Soviet constitution would be 
published. 

He said it required approval of the 
presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
headed by Soviet President Nikolai 
Podgomy — who was stripped of his 
Politburo seat in the same central 
committee session- which approved 
the draft of the Brezhnev constitu- 
tion. 

Published reaction made no men- 
tion at all of Podgomy.

Some kibbutz 
members even then were 
speculating that the head was that of 
Hadrian. By next morning, after 
consultation with archaeology books 
about 80 percent of the members bad 
concluded that It' was Hadrian. The 
emperor had passed through the 
Beisan Valley in 180 C.E. on his way 
to Jerusalem upon whose ruins a few 
years later be would build the city of 
Aelia Capitolina. The identity was 
so csx confirmed by archaeologists.

the site. The beep of his detector 
soon homed hbn in on the bronze 
replica of Hadrian’s breast armour. 
In all abduthalf the larger-than-life- 
size statue was uncovered. 

Except for some fragments of 
statues found elsewhere in the 
former Roman Empire. Leventhal’s 
Hadrian is perhaps the only 
monumental bronze statue showing 
a Roman emperor dressed in ar- 
mour, although there are many 
stone statues of Hadrian. There is 
only one other life-size bronze statue 
of him existing. It Is in the 
Archaeological Museum in IstanbuL 
Leventhal’s Hadrian is presently un- 


dergoing a slow cleaning process by 
experts at the Israel MUseumwbeft 
it is to be placed on public exhibition 
with suitable fanfare within a few 
months. . - 

GOVERNMENT archaeologists 
have difficulty deciding whether to 
smile gleefully or frown when asked 
•’ about the find. “We’re not very hap* 
py about Leventhal’a digging it up,” 
says Foerster. "Although we didn’t 

■ bring charges, it's against the law to 
search for or excavate antiquities 
and we want the pubHc to know 
this." On the other hand, Foerster 
admits that had it not- been for 
Leventhal the statue might never 
have been found. Nevertheless, as a 

■ result of the incident the department' 
issued a regulation specifically for- 
bidding the use of metal detectors by 
nan-authorized persons to search for 
antiquities. 

The news Of Leventhal* s discovery 
had been reported briefly at the time 
in the local press. The day before he 
was to return to the U.8. be received 

a call at Tirat Zvi from the Neto York 
Times correspondent to Jerusalem 
Terrence Smith, to ask for details. 
Leventhal landed in New York on' a 
Thursday, quit his job 'with a Wall 
Street brokerage firm on Friday as 
he had planned before, bis trip and 
. began a new job with another Wall 
Street firm the' following. Monday. 
On Tuesday , tbe story appeared In 
the . Times, ’ be ginning on the top 
half of -the front page with a picture 
1 of Hadrian’s head and continuing ex 

■ tensively on an inalde page, il- 
lustrated by a picture of Leventhal. 
(At Smith’s request, Leventhal had 
contacted the Times upon his arrival 

. to give them the photograph of file 
head and be photographed himself.) 

Leventhal’s employers soon began 
receiving calls from clients asking 
whether they had seen the frontpage 
story in the Times about their newest 
employee. (The story mentioned the 
firm’s name.) The paper was qufck- 
ly sent for and the employers were 
soon relieved to discover that the 
subject of the story was not a stock 
scandal investigation. Before the 
day was done, notices were being 
prepared to Inform clients that Mr. 
Morton Leventhal, who had 
appeared so prominently in the Neto 
York Times, was .now a ssoc i ated 
with their firm. Before the daywaa 
done, too, Leventhal was addressing 
' a meeting of a B’naiB’rith Lodge 
held in his'office building at the re- 
. quest of his bosa. “I’d never spoken 
to more than three people before.’’ 
He was soon speaking to' millions 
. as invitations came in from national 
' television networks and radio shows. 
Time ' and. Netostoeek -.had 
photographs of" him and so did 1 
numerous other publications. A Con- 
vivial personality with a wry sense 
of humor, Leventhal began making 
The rounds of *» sisterhoods. 

Temple brotherhoods, numismatic

- other groups, with slides and an easy 

patteiv •. 

The natural climax of the story is 
that Leventhal went on to- cap fame 
with fortune — the stockbroker who 
casually pries up a statue whose es- 
timated value ia $8 million going on 
to take Wall Street by the throat.

OPTIMISTIC opponents of Likud 
hoped, and pessimistic supporters 
frared, that the responsibilities of of- 
fice might result in the adoption of 
' to ore .temperate policies by the par- 
ty’s leaden. Successful statesmen 
very often change their views as 
soon as the voters have cast their 
b allots beyond reprieve. Take Jim- 
iny Carter, for instance — If he had 
talked last October the way he's 
been talking since January, I might 
nave hesitated about wanting to give' 
him the vote I didn’t have. 

Nobody, not even their worst 
Enemies, can accuse the new leaders 
of Israel of this kind of hypocrisy, 
they have not abated by a jot their 
Concept of the new nation that is to 
arise from the ashes of the Align- 
ment.- Men ahem Begin, Simha 
Ehrlich and the religious politicians 
have outlined clearly for us the 
shape of the Paradise to come. 

-Mr. Begin spelled out that our 
political border will be the Jordan 
River, and that the Arabs living to 
the West of It should become good 
Israeli citizens. Presumably, he ex- 
pects them to vote for the Likud, the 
N-R.P- and Flatto, just like the 
Arabs and Druse of Galilee. The 
Premier ■‘elect Indicated that any 
trifling. American objections to a 
startling Israeli divergence from 
Resolution 242 will all fall away, 
because Jimmy Carter was taught 
the Bible in Baptist Sunday School, 
and. because our old friend, Mnkki 
Katz, is going specially to. the UJS. to 
explain that America’s only hope of 
containing Russia’s grand im- 
perialist design is to back Israeli 
annexation. 

Admittedly, Carter promptly and 
tactlessly made a speech about hav- 
ing no desire whatsoever to contain 
Russian expansionism — something 
Went wrong with his Baptist educa- 
tion, apparently! and all he wants to 
do ia to keep, the Middle East oil flow- 
ing. But he made that speech b efore 
Mukki Katz got to America to ex- 
plain tbe position, so maybe be will 
■till see tbe light. 

! Prophets of doom have proclaimed 
that Begln's new policy must result 
Inevitably in another war. 
Ridiculous. The new Arab leaders 
— Sadat and Assad and F&hd — are 
far too canny to launch a war, when 
all they need to do ia to threaten to 
raise the price of oil by a few cents 
per barrel to give Jimmy an excuse 
to forget his Bible lessons and whip 
us Into line. But maybe I’m wrong — 

I -often am — azxd we will get lucky 
and the Arabs will wage war against ‘ 
us, after alL 

Likud supporters tell me, when I 
ask anxiously whether they are not 
worried about their sons going to 
war, that Maps! led us into live 
wars, anyway, so why shouldn’t the . 
Likud leaders have a chance to do 
so? Of course, moat of the Mapai 
wan were started by the Arabs, and 
We were generally backed by the 
Americans, and we bad abundant 
oil. Still, fighting the Arabs plus tbe 
Americana plus the Russians will 
-make the next round a more sporting 
affair. 

. So much for the' excellent foreign 
policy outlined in several impressive 
Interviews by the future prime 
minister. It may be a coincidence 
.that he went back Into hospital after

from Shimon Peres. I hope that 
Shimon didn’t reveal anything that 
upset the man. 

Simha Ehrlich's dreams, as dis- 
closed to a Moked team of Avraham 
Kushnir and Elimelech Ram, were . 
very reminiscent of those of James 
Onedin and his slater, Elizabeth 
Fraser. On the advice of Nobel 
prizewinner Professor Ml ton Fried- 
man, we will get labour discipline 
and productivity by creating a sub- 
stantial well of unemployed. 

. Only last week James and 
Elizabeth were explaining the 
beauties of this system to Miss 
Gladstone. Development is to be cur- 
tailed vastly, Including expenditure 
on education. After all, Simha 
pointed out to his amused in- 
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terlocutors, many good men in the 
good old days were products of se- 
cond shift schooling in the after- 
noons, so why shouldn't new 
generations follow this excellent ex- 
ample? Why not indeed? - • 

Some parents may complain that 
- .second shift teachers are notoriously 
worse than morning teachers, that 
. children learn less well on hot after- 
noons, that truancy becomes rife, 
etc. etc. But they can console 
themselves with tbe reflection that 
the education their children are go- 
ing to get is to be devoted largely to 
religious subjects, since education 
will be controlled by the Orthodox 
politicana in the coalition. If the 
children miss schooling, the parents 
will b e spared tbe agony of being un- 
able to answer questions about 
phylacteries, kashrut and mitsvot, 
their failure earning for them the 
scorn of their young. Ixi any case, 
since these children will probably be 
destined to enter the well of the un- 
employed, or to join settlements 
near Nablus, morning education 
would be wasted on them. 

Mr- Ehrlich tended to contradict 
himself when he outlined his plans 
for the civil service. He intends to 
cut down the number of ministries to 
twelve, thereby effecting colossal 
economies and rationalization of ser- 
vices. Having said this, be hastened 
to add that no civil servant need fear 
dismissal before retirement age, 
although no new civil servants will 
-be taken on. 

■' Avraham Kushnir seemed to share 
my bewilderment about how this, 
plan would save us milliards. True, 
there will be fewer cabinet 
ministers’ families’ mouths to feed, 
but were they really costing us all 
those billions? Even when they 
drove Volvos, in defiance of the late 
Pinhas Sapir? I emerged with a vi- 
sion of Civil servants sitting in offices 
without heads, reading newspapers 
while they wait for the years to fly by 
till tbe men reach 65. the women-60. 

Having made these snide remarks 
about Mr. Ehrlich. I must add that I 
much prefer having him tellusabout 
the economy to hearing about it from 
his predecessor, Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz. Mr. Rabinowitz is a 
very fine, worthy man. but he has

I 
always felt that he came on the 
screen to announce a new funeral for 
the economy. 

Simha Ehrlich, on the other hand, 
has an amiable if flustered air; he 
reminds me of the White Queen in 
"Alice Through the Looking-Glass." 
Just as that lady cum sheep gained 
our sympathy, so did he; I felt that 
Kushnir and Ram were on his side, 
even when they were plying him with 
hard questions. They were like 
sheepdogs gently herding a well- 
loved lamb. 

Some of the things he promised I 
liked very much, such as the aboli- 
tion of the defence levy on phone 
calls and electricity. But I had hoped 
he was going to abolish VAT, which 
has irritated so many shopkeepers 
who voted Likud, but instead he 
hinted that he would raise It, citing 
the British example of over 20 per 
cent VAT. The British socialists and 
capitalists have made such a mess of 
their economy that I hope he will 
turn his eyes In another direction, 
and will model his VAT rate on that 
charged in Tahiti. 

And I didn’t like his manner when 
he talked about income tax, which 1 
assumed he would virtually abolish 
for the so-called ‘^elf-employed," 
subjected for 29 years to savage 
persecution by the income tax 
authorities. If we are to save ail those 
trillions through the new economies, 
why not abolish taxes altogether? If 
he does this, by thunder, they'll have 
my vote next time. 

Ah, well, It is very early to judge; 
as the Likud propaganda stressed, 
we must give them a chance. 
Perhaps I have painted too black a 
picture, and they will turn out to be 
hypocrites, after all, and will con- 
tinue with more .or less tbe same safe 
policies. 

OUR OWN politics so dominated tbe 
news that little apace remains to 
comment on other Items, but I must 
mention tbe visit of U.S. Am- 
bassador Andrew Young to Israel's 
great friend. South Africa. His rush 
to exchange Black Power 
handshakes with the startled black 
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workers at' the airport made me 
wonder whatever became of them 
after he left South Africa. Did the 
South Africans have a pleasant little 
ceremony — dropping aviation 
workers from planes? 

Whatever the outcome for the 
recipients of his defiant gesture, he 
certainly made his point clear — 
America is not backing South Africa 
as the bastion of democracy against 
Soviet imperialist designs In 
Southern Africa. Like us. the white 
South Africans are very mis- 
understood. 

There were many good things on 
the story of Haim Tbpol, as revealed 
in "This is Your Life." Basically, I 
think that he is a marvellous actor: 
then I enjoyed the Eoratio Alger 

aspect of his biography. How a poor 
boy from the Florentin of Tel Aviv 
went on to being able to toss off 
figures like last year's earnings 
2800,000, next year's $3.5m., made 
pleasant viewing. He does not think 
in despised lirot, but in dollars,, 
greenbacks, the real stuff. His 
daughter, who is following in his 
footsteps in the Nahal Troupe is love- 
ly, and the item about his father's 
visit, disguised as him, to the kib- 
butz, was a gem. 

Best of all, I think, was the note of 
bitterness he injected when he 
referred to the envy and malice of 
Israelis. "This Is Your Life" is 
always so sweet that It needs 
remarks like these to offset the 
saccharine. 

FULL MARKS go to Haim Gil for his 
marvellous week-end programme 
about the Druse village that voted 
for Flatto. To my mind, their choice 
was no stranger than the choices 
made by hundreds of thousands of 
other Israelis. On another 
programme, Sadat was very 
restrained when talking about 
various mispronounced Israeli 
leaders and "the old lady" — he had 
obviously forgotten her name. 
Sclerosis? Or the brevity of fame? 

On Tuesday King Hussein put 
himself on in Arabic, instead _ of 
Phyllis, thereby losing my vote. But 
Israel TV and Jordan TV both go to 
the top of the class for bringing us 
the European Cup Final, live.

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Focusing 
on food

HAN AN SADEH is a gentle-looking 
man, a German by birth, now In Ms 
mid-tts. He can frequently be seen 
wandering; around Haifa's open 
-market, an anomaly in his conser- 
vative slacks and subdued shirts, 
competing with housewives for the 
yellowest bananas, the most perfect- 
ly shaped tomatoes and the firmest 
melons. Many of .the vendors know 
Mm by sight and bring out their 
choicest specimens for the man who 
buys their products not to eat, but to 
photograph. 

Sadeh Is a specialist in “food" 
photography. He is Israel’s only full- 
time such specialist and is responsi- 
ble for most of the labels on the cans 
and cartons of Israeli products in 
local supermarkets. 

He got his start on a kibbutz, 
photographing children. By 1931, 
settled In Haifa, he had switched 
from portraits to Industry, and for 
the next 10 years, had his fingers into 
everything, including Zlm. He was 
conscious, however, that as he grew 
older, it would become increasingly 
difficult for him to scale towers for 
good shots and scramble around 
boats, so he decided to concentrate 
on food. 

“Food was the field that no one 
wanted, because there are no 
glamorous models Involved, no ex- 
citing assignments. But I could work 
in my own home, aided by my wife. 
The only props I needed were 
Interesting-looking crockery, 
cutlery, pots and pans. Besides, I lik- 
ed photographing food, and what you 
like, you do well.” 

Sadeh figures it has taken him 20 
years to develop a "top product." He 
does ah his own photography and 
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processing in his studio — - the bottom 
level of his lovely home In Haifa's 
hilly Ahuza district — where he has 
excellent equipment, including a 
modern colour lab. “Journalists, 
painters, even musicians can correct 
as they go," says Sadeh, "but 
photographers usually can't. That 
bothered me, so I invested in a 
system which allows me to take a 
picture, develop it while the subject 
matter remains on the table, and 
reshoot within the hour if corrections 
are necessary." 

Sadeh has a complete kitchen 
within arms reach of his cameras. 
When an assignment calls for 
photographing a cooked meal, he 
buys the ingredients and hires a 
local chef to prepare the food.i 
Illustrating cook books Isn't 
lucrative, but it often means that the 
Sadehs eat quite well for several 
weeks running. 

There are no fancy tricks Involved 
in food photography, no stand-ins, no 
props. Contrary to popular belief, 
soap is not substituted for ice cream, 
although for obvious reasons, 
photographing ice cream is no easy 
task. Apparently what goes into 
making a food picture "work" is 
plain old good taste and an eye for 
colour and composition, knowing 


just where to put a drop of water to 
make an apple glisten, knowing 
which plate complements a par- 
ticular food and which garnish adds 
just the right bit of colour. 

Specializing in only one area of 
photography is difficult in the 
limited market of a small country- like 
Israel. Unlike his American and 
European colleagues. Sadeh works 
for numerous . small clients instead 
of several large firms. Still he does 
well by Israeli standards — owns his 
Own house, drives a new car, and 
with his wife spends one month each 
year in Switzerland “to recharge our 
batteries." 

All of this looks better on paper 
than in reality: when his daughter 
married, he couldn't afford to buy 
her a house and when he goes abroad 
he doesn’t stay in hotels, but with 
family. Most of his profit, he says, 
has to be reinvested in the business 
to insure that his equipment will be 
up-to-date and modern. Higher 
prices would be hard on the clients 
and also wouldn't leave much after 
taxes. 

"That’s the way it is," says Sadeh, 
"and I accept it. My freedom — not 
having to punch a time clock — 
means everything to me, and I get a 
lot of satisfaction from my work." 
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THE PORTION of this week includes 
the laws appertaining to the Sola, the 
married woman suspected of in- 
fidelity and the trial by ordeal to 
which she was subjected. 

Among the details of the ritual that 
she had to .undergo was that shehaxP 
to bring an offering of barley. Nor- 
mally a meal ottering consisted not 
only of wheaten flour, but of the 
finest sifted variety, called sole & 
This is the only case of an offering 
consisting of barley (the waving of 
the Omer of barley belongs to a 
different category! , and the unique 
nature of this ingredient is the sub- 
ject of a homiletic al comment by the 
rabbis in the Talmud. 

Barley in biblical times was essen- 
tially animal fodder; only in times of 
drought and famine was It used for 
human consumption. Basing 
themselves on this, the rabbis com- 
ment: "She lowered herself to the 
level of an animal; let her offering 
consist of animal fodder.” 

On the face of it. this is a cutting in- 
dictment of the woman who allows 
her passions to prevail over her con- 


jugal loyalties and responsibilities; 
but it suffers from one serious draw- 
back. which entirely vitiates the 
justice of that hozniletical comment. 
At the time that she brings this offer- 
ing. she la only a suspect. The 
biblical passage clearly and explicit- 
ly provides for the subsequent trial 
by ordeal proving her complete in- 
nocence. “And she shall be declared 
innocent ot transgression and shall 
bear children." i.e.. she shall have 
conjugal rights restored to her. 

In other words, this comment Is a 
tant case of the woman being 
judged guilty by popular opinion 
before being possibly proved inno- 
cent by due process of law. 

We in Israel have during the pre- 
sent year been witnesses to si mil ar 
pre-judgements by popular senti- 
ment, or by one or other of the com- 
munications media, and the lesson 
should be taken to heart The Sofa 
may have been guilty, but she may 
equally have been declared inno- 
cent. and the use of a symbol of 
"animal conduct" should surely 
have been postponed until her guilt 
was proved. 
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ON PLAT AND DEFENSE by Quarles 
Goren. Robert Hale, London, 1976. 489 pp.. 
£8 .SO 

IT WAS in 1934 that a bridge classic 
appeared, Watson on the "Play of 
the Hand," and for years it has been 
hailed as the book on play. Goren has 
now written a new comprehensive 
treatise. 

Watson's book has the quality of a 
descriptive catalogue. Goren's ap- 
proach Is developmental from the 
simple to the complex. I feel confi- 
dent that it will be a standard text for 
years to come. 

Hie book, divided into three parts. ■ 
has 21 chapters and an appendix 
summarizing some popular conven- 
tions. The three parts are entitled: 
"Elements of Play," "The Field of 


Tactics” and "Master Play."- 

As you read each chapter, you 
progress to a higher level of skill. 
And you can test yourself on what 
you have learned by a quiz at the end 
of the chapter. " 

Anyone who masters the plays in 
this book will doubtless be a top 
player. Even master players will 
find the last part a good refresher. 
The author maintains that "the 
player who displays a thorough 
grasp of Part II, will be equipped to 
compete In the highest company.” 

The format and the printing ot the 
book are unusually well done. I 
highly recommend the book for your 
bridge library whether you are a stu- 
dent, a top level player or A bridge 
teacher.

THIS is a revised version of "Who's' 
afraid of music?” which the Eden- 
Tamir piano team presented some 
years ago to activate the concert cir- 
cuit in isolated places. The basic 
idea seems to be to play some 
•'straight” music and then 
paraphrase it in jazzy variations. 
This notion of popularising straight 
music for the untutored Is not new. It 
has even led to plain plagiarism 
(Chopin, Tchaikovsky, Beethoven, 
etc.), mostly resulting In a 
bowdlerlaation of the most primitive 
kind. But, lately, the Swingle 
Singers, the Moog, and ensembles 
like the Jacques Loussier Trio have 
introduced a more sophisticated and 
Intelligent approach to the "moder- 
nization” of classical music, and, I 
am glad to say, the combination 
tried out on this evening in BUn 
Karem showed the same tendencies. 

One can always trust Danny Gott- 
fried to come out with a surprising 
and pleasing twist to counterpoint 
without Interfering with the piano 
duo's straight playing. And since all 
are accomplished pianists, and the 
two colleagues on baas and drums 
are of a high standard, the end result 
Is entertaining and enjoyable. It all 
sounds like Mozart, Bach and the 
rest doing their own music over 
again after having had a few drinks 
and got into a jolly mood. One had 
only to watch both young and old in 
the over-crowded Music Centre to be 
convinced that this kind of 
programme brings smiles to worried 
or tired faces and some cheer to foil 
and heavy hearts.

THE Joint Distribution Committee 
doesn't distribute any more. At least 
not in Israel. Since it first set foot In 
this area In 1941, the JDC has been In- 
creasingly concerned with not only 
doing good, but doing It wisely. 

Recent meetings in Jerusalem 
with experts in the fields of mental 
health, child development, the aged, 
and community centres confirmed 
new directions In the JDC's work 
here, according to Ralph Goldman, 
Executive Vlce_ President of the 
American' JDC, and formerly 
associate director of Joint activities. 
In Israel 1 * 

Two “vows” were taken at the 
meetings. One was to undertake 
programmes only when there is 
professional leadership available to 
carry them out. That means training 
professionals If there are none. The 
second decision was to give priority 
to dealing with high-risk papulations 
“since we don’t have enough money 
for all," Goldman said. High-risk 
populations are those who can least 
fend for themselves but could benefit 
by proper diagnosis of their 
problems, and a push in the right 
direction at the right time. 

Care for the elderly is one field 
which reflects the shift in the Joint's 
approach, according to Goldman. 
Shortly after the massive immigra- 
tion of the early 50's, they set up a 
network of Malben homes for the ag- 
ed, primarily the Infirm. Residence 
fees were paid according to ability. 
At Its peak, the network included 23 
homes. 

Times changed: "The professional 
world learned that the old person Is 
better off in his own home — even In 
a hovel — than in an Institution,” 
Goldman said. The new direction 
became the establishment of com- 
munity services for the elderly per- 
son within reach of bis home. People 
changed, they grew older, and many 
who were no longer “immigrants” 
(five years or less in the country) 
had equal need of faculties for the 
elderly. Technically they were not 
eligible for Malben homes. 

The Joint started developing 
different muscles. They turned 'the 
five remaining Malben homes over to 
the Health Ministry, phasing out JDC 
support gradually. In 1B69, they 
formed Eshel, the Association for the 
Planning and Development of Ser- 
vices far the Aged In Israel. 

The organization brought together 
the relevant departments of the 
Ministries of Health, Welfare and 
Finance for long-term cooperative 
planning, which had not until then 
been their forte. (All JDC 
pr og ra mmes in Israel are sponsored 
in cooperation with the government, 
which provides matching funds. JDC 
often finances pilot projects with the 
understanding that they will be taken 
over by the responsible authorities 
after three to five years.) 

Eshel is now developing communi- 
ty services to prevent or delay 
referral of the elderly to an institu- 
tion, establishing geriatric wards in 
general hospitals, constructing 

regional homes where none exist and 
— what Goldman calls the ‘golden 
thread' through all JDC projects — 
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At the hands of vandals

Joint is mostly supported by the 
.United .Jewish Appeal, and spends 
about one-third of its annual $38m. 
budget in Israel. “Bpending' the 
money .rightly is more difficult than 
raising it,” Goldman pointed out. 

Another new programme serves 
the other end of the age graph, focus- 
ingon children aged 1% to five. It is a 
day care system which involves 
parents in caring for the children 
once a week — and learning some 
skills from a professional staff.

The JDC even went to the point of 
commissioning architects to design 
space-saving children's playroom 
furniture which could be easily 
stored in a community centre. Minor 
alteratloha to fit out the centres cost 
about one-tenth of what & new day- 
care centre building would cost, 
Goldman said. 

Had gov e r n ment ministries ab- 
sorbed any of the planning a kills 
JDC'a volunteer experts had 
ottered? Goldman was modest about 
what Joint could teach, but he did see 
a difference in some areas, such as 
the Eshel framework shared by 
Health, Welfare and Finance. “They 
all pulled in different directions at 
first.” he said, "and it was even hard 
to get them to meet regularly. Now, 
when an Issue such as com- 
missioning research on the legal 
rights of the aged arises. Instead of 
each participant insisting it is ‘his 
field' they decide to finance the work 
jointly — and share the credit. 

Whether such overwhelming 
cooperation extends to many other 
fields remains to be seen. 

JDC is now adding a member to Its 
Jerusalem staff to oversee evalua- 
tion of programmes, a vital activity 
which has developed slowly "even” 
in the Joint. The follow-up of 
programmes Isn't a matter of legal 
accountability, Goldman said, but of 
wanting to answer for what is being 
done. Then the problem Is passing 
the buck cons t r u c tive ly. 

"It's easy to do things yourself,” 
Goldman pointed out. "It's much 
harder to bring others to the point 
where it's their programme." 
Gradually, training programmes 
sponsored in part by the Joint are 
providing more local leadership. And 
Goldman believes that Israeli ex- 
perts will soon be on loan as con- 
sultants to Joint programmes In 
other countries. 


NOBODY SEEMS to know how much 
money Is lost annually in thefts of 
school property or how much is spent 
on repairing broken windows, 
destroyed furniture and other 
damage caused by vandals — 
although Tel Aviv spends the not in- 
considerable sum of half a million 
pounds a year to fix broken windows. 

Parents at a school in Lod finally 
went on strike (one-day) last month 
alter 12 break-ins since last summer 
resulted, they say.

particular town or city or what the 
figure is nationally. The figure of 
IL500.000 spent by Tel Aviv on repair- 
ing broken windows alone was glean- 
ed from a municipal bookkeeper who 
said he did not have full figures on 
v an dal ism as no reasons for repain 
are put in their records. 

He said there were no centralized 
statistics on school thefts, because 
each time a theft occurs, a separate 
report is made to the Insurance com- 
pany and the police, and these are 
not tallied monthly or yearly. Press- 
ed to tell the amount of a few recent 
thefts, he hemmed and hawed and 
said he didn’t have time to look it up. 

But even without statistics, 
everyone agrees that van dalism is a 
serious problem — primarily in the 
negative Influence on the «h«d who 
comes to school to find his cla s sroom 
burglarized or littered. \ 

But not all destruction of school 
property la caused by outsiders. The 
children themselves — ev en tho se ' 
who come from homes in which 
cle anliness Is next' to godliness — 
litter the schoolyard, dirty the floors 
of school toilets, etc. 

Principals who object to opening 
their schools to the community dur- 
ing after-school hours, Le„ offering 
extracurricular activities for 
children or classes for adults in the 
afternoons and evenings, use van- 
dalism as one of their chief objec- 
tions. Particularly in poor. 


neighbourhoods, it la feared that 
local ruffians would take over the 
school building and destroy 
everything In sight. These principals 
'want paid guards to watch over 
school pr o p e rty In the afternoons and 
evenings and on weekends and 
holidays, and they want the buildings 
closed to the public When classes are 
not In session. (They admit, 
however, that efforts to fence In or 
lock up the schools are unsuccessful 
Fences are torn down, and after 
locks are broken and repaired slew 
times the fight is given up and the 
doors are left unlocked.) 

Parents, on the other hand, claim 
keeping the school grounds open 
more of the time would solve part of 
the problem. If there are people 
around, the professional thief will 
keep away. Would-be vandala, 
whether school cfaildreiTor 
-neighbourhood teenagers,- -could 1 he 
offered activities 'and Would start 
viewing the school aa "theira” and 
stop destroying Its property. 

Yosef Hirachfeld, deputy director 
of the Ramat Gan Education Depart- 
ment, says there is no proof ot any id 
these theories. Paid guards would 
not solve the problem, and it would 
be hard to find enough of them, hft 
says. 

Yosef Gadiah. deputy mayor of 
Jerusalem, thinks the property 
trusteeship system Is a solution. TUB 
is an arrangement in which older 
pupils, and sometimes their parents, 
come to the school on weekends and 
during vacations to see that no harm 
is done. 

Moshe Etdelsteln, chairman of the 
Principals' Association disagrees. 
First of all, he said, the children and 
their parents soon tire of this respon- 
sibility. But that isn't all. "The se- 
cond and biggest prohlem is that the 
children are afraid to tell on ruffians 
: who come and do damage. 11 they do 
tell, they may he beaten up by the 
older boys and their parents may 
have trouble with the older children's 
parents. The principal is in the mtf 
die, because the pupils' parents own- 
plain that their children are being 
put in a dangerous, or at least un- 
comfortable situation." 

He thinks school officials should be 
given the right to fine vandala on the 
spot, with law enfo rcement' power* 
similar to those" of traffic patrols. 
However, this raises many legal and 
a dm i nis trative objections (to whom 
would the powers be given — the 
principal? the chief janitor?), aa well 
as questions about whether the peo- 
ple so empowered could really con; 
trol the ruffians or stop burglaries.

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j BUCHAREST. — Tourists looking 
J to t the wholesale destruction that 
the news media may have led them 
to expect as a result of the earth- 
quake won’t find much of It around 
■ here. True, there are gaps in the 
streets — usually the corner aide of a 
\ ugjj*rise building. There's a glimpse 
of winding staircases, spir alling 
senselessly upwards; of wallpaper 
fluttering in senseless strips. But 
repairs are being carried out 
. everywhere, cracks are being 
cemented over. The rubble is gone. 

But the citizens still speak about 
those 40 seconds of unspeakable 
horror. And there are many who 
wear black mourning ribbons In 
their lapels. However, they will also 
teQ you that such earthquakes are 
likely to occur only once every 40 
years. Ergo, you are sale. 

MAY DAT was subdued for 
Bucharest. No parades. “The 
workers have resolved to maintain a 
normal working day routine.” But 
the streets were decorated with flags 
and bunting and there were slogans 
on the facades and little flags on the 
tops of trams and buses and pictures 
lor Comrade Cfeauscescu, of Mane 
(and Engels and Lenin. 

An Impressive long Hne of private 
cars jams Magheru and Balcescu 
Boulevards. Most are locally 
: assembled Daciaa, a Rumanian ver- 
sion of the Renault 12. The cars are 
very expensive (for Rumanians), 
and it Is surprising that so many peo- 
ple seem to be able to afford one. Ap- 
parently Rumania and Israel have 
(something In common. 

FRIDAY EVENING in the Great 
Synagogue. To ua. a delegation of 
Israeli journalists, the imposing 
dimensions of the building and Its In- 
terior make It seem palatial ._ 

Chief Rabbi Rosen is resplendent 
In a black robe and some sort of 
violet cap as a compromise between 
a mitre and a cantor's headgear. 
•There is a magnificent choir and a 
harmonium. After a sermon In 
Rumanian delivered from a real 
pulpit, we file past the Rabbi to 
shake hands. I felt like kissing his 
ring. 

RUMANIA Ls & poor man's 
Switzerland — physical beauty, ex- 
cellent hotels, justly renowned 
cuisine, not to mention the spas. For 
those who say they have seen it all 
and especially those on tight Israeli 
budgets, the country is a revelation, 
with something for just about every 

LONDON. — The initial hysterical 
reaction to the Likud electoral vic- 
tory has died down here. Even The 
Times, the BBC and the Daily Ex- 
press are beginning to get used, 
albeit reluctantly, to the Idea of 
Menahem Begin as Israel’s next 
Premier. 

The BBC dredged up former 
members of the Palestine Police to 
recall Deir Yassin, with trendy lef- 
tist producers summoning their 
favourite PLO spokesmen to 
denounce Begin as an '’arch 
terrorist,” and rejoicing in fashion- 
ing the image of "Begin the Bogey 
Man." 

Some voices are already bring 
heard asking why Eaxnrm de Valera 
became so widely respected here 
only #few, yysgs after W* JRA com- 
rades had committed so many anti- 
British 'atrocities, yet. qfeigpwch 
hostility remains towards Begin 30 
years after the events. The media 
have been dragging up the hanging 
of the two British sergeants, the 
flogging of the others, as well ss the 
blowing up of the King David Hotel. 
Begin ’s post-election speech lauding 
his LZL past only underlined these 
episodes. 

Yet the widespread and barbaric 
killings of Englishmen by the Man 
Mau In Kenya, and by Eoka in 
Cyprus, have not prevented Kenyat- 
ta and Mak arias from becoming 
regarded as statesmen, and even 
with some warmth, in this country. 

Is U anti-Semitism? Possibly. The 
Israel Embassy has received some 
abusive Tetters, like that from a 
T. Powell, who served with the Air- 
borne Division In Palestine and lost 
his leg in an IZL attack in Netanya. 
“If Begin comes here, I will kill him. 
Pity Elchraann never got him and 
the others..." he wrote. 

The Daily Telegraph's deputy 
editor Cblin Welch told me that it will 
take some time before the British 
adjust to Be gin’s new status. He 
maintains that the British media 
usually change their attitudes once 
the okl opponents are elevated to 
high office In their own countries, 
and that this has happened time and 
again with leaders of the in- 
dependence fight In Britain's old 
Imperial possessions. Indeed, his 
own Conservative newspaper 
|*oduced a sober reaction to the 
Likud victory, seeing in it yet 
another move in the worldwide shift 
away from Socialist rule.

taste. But if it's nightlife you're after 
and a pretty wench, forget it. It is, 
alas, good clean fun, in spite of the 
excellent wine and music that goes 
with it. 

From Bucharest, we travelled to 
Ploesti, which aroused no more than 
mild curiosity and on to Sinaia, a 
gem set in the heart of the Bucegl 
plateau. This Carpathian resort is 
nam ed after a monastery which in 
turn was named after the Sinai 
original by an impressed group of 
Rumanian pilgrims some seven or 
eight hundred years ago. 

In Sinaia, one can see the pic- 
turesque palace King Carol had built 
half way up a mountain — beamed 
walls, neogothic turrets, cathedral 
windows and fancy ironwork. Hotels 
there with ski and cable lifts, were a 
visual delight. There was still skiing 
in May (at an altitude of just under 
2,000 metres) and lor those who 
prefer to ramble, there were special 
footpaths. Others came down the 
fast way. on their boards. 

Stay away during the crowded 
winter and go to Brasov, ringed by 
resorts. It was snowing when we 
came to Brasov's "Pirates' Den.” a 
forest hideout whose beauty defies 
description.

Telegraph, the Financial Times and 
even the usually not-so-frlendly 
Economist have recognised that the 
elections signified a rejection of 
Labour's regime rather than the 
adoption of any extremist foreign 
policy.

NEXT STOP was Piatra Neamt in 
Moldavia, where we paid our 
respects to the Baal Shem Tov 
(Israel ben Ellezer, founder of 
Hassidim, 1700-1760) at his syn- 
agogue . This alone was worth a visit 
but make sure you get there at 
Skaharit time and come with all your 
credentials. If you think the 
suspicious locals are going to fall 
around your neck and kiss you just 
because you come from Israel, think 
again. 

This synagogue, in a complex of 
three, is tucked away in what once 
had been the town's Jewish quarter.

Labour is s o r r o wf ul at its old ally's 
fall from power, while the Conser- 
vatives are pleased that yet another 
Socialist government has gone. It 
remains to be seen how British 
Labour's relations with Israel will be 
affected, especially those of the par- 
ty's influential leftwing. Antagonism :

The Jewish community is in some 
confusion over the election results 
and is seeking guidelines for the hew 
.reality.. Jews are especially em- 
barrassed by the success of Sammy 
Flatto, referred to here as "wanted 
man elected MP." That such a 
dubious character could be elected 
to the Knesset, only widens the gap 
between the Zionist dream and the 
Israeli reality for many people here. 

The Jewish "establishment'' has 
been careful not to comment on the 
results, although privately many 
Jewish leaders confess to being 
shellshocked. They have been 
cultivating good relations with 
Israel’s Labour leaders over the 
years, and the only Likud leader 
they know is Jewish Agency 
Treasurer Arye DuMn from his fre- 
quent visits here. 

The Zionist parties have reacted in 
keeping with their factional 
loyalties, yet they represent only a 
minority among British Jews who, 
according to Jewish Chronicle editor 
Geoffrey Paul, will remain loyal to 
Israel whatever party takes power In 
Jerusalem. Hie sees the Likud win as 
“a political revolution.'' but prefers 
not to speculate on how Israel- 
Di&spora relations will be affected, 
conceding that all past guidelines 
have gone. 

Many Influential people here, Jews 
and non-Jews, are hoping that the 
DMC will join the Likud coalition. It 
Is not only due to Prof. Yadin's many 
friends among top people here, and 
his widespread popularity in Britain. 
The DMC has captured the public 
imagination, just as the fanaticism 
of Gush Emunim has repelled It. 
They hope the DMC may soften 
Be gin’s rigidity and balance the 
NRP'a orthodoxy.

. When we bad a private meeting 
with Rabtbl Rosen in Bucharest, we 
spoke of thin and he did not seem 
visibly touched. There was no way 
of getting the books out of Rumania 
to Jewish libraries, be said, as a re- 
cent law prohibited export of books 
printed before 1940 — "and that in- 
cludes just about everything.” 

He asked why we had not in- 
vestigated what was being done for 
the 40,000 Jews in Rumania — kosher 
restaurants, religious services and 
education. He said he had been in- 
strumental in bringing most of the 
country’s Tora scrolls to Israel 
(more than doubling the number in 
Israel. } 

The Rabbi was quite outspoken. 
He criticized Bercovici, managing 
director of the Jewish State Theatre 
(Ylddishe Meluche Theatre) who 
recently wrote a strongly worded 
condemnation of "those meddling in 
the affairs of the Rumanian people,” 
with transparent hints against those 
encouraging emigration. Bercovici 
had staged a play on Yom Kappur 
and had not given his actors time off 
to attend services. 

(We saw two similarly worded ar- 
ticles. One in the German-language 
"Karpaten Rundschau" poured 
brimstone on the heads of those ad- 


vocating a return "home" to Ger- 
many — reminding its readers of the 
"mistakes of 40 years ago" and that 
their true home was where they 
were.) . 

ONE OF the most scenic routes we 
have ever travelled leads to the 
"Red Lake" (Lacu Rosuj, a geological 
freak which turns red at sunset, and 
like most lakes in this area, has a 
saline bed. The trip gave us gorges, 
narrow mountain passes, tumbling 
(trout-stocked) streams and endless 
forests all the way to Miercure Clue 
and other resort and spa areas. 

Rumania made up its mind to 
become a tourist centre, and it's cer- 
tainly fast becoming one. Three 
million tourists last year. 

For the curious, there is Dracula 
country. Vlad the Impaler. son of 
Vlad Drakulas (son of the Devil, they 
say) was a sadistic tyrant, who has 
been rehabilitated into a martial 
figure, who respected the rights of 
women and children. But he thought 
little of throwing people down on a 
bed of spears — hence his appela- 
tion. 

The father, Vlad Drakulas, did 
promote an anti-religious religion of 
his own, which included wearing 
black and blood T red tunics and weird 
rites. When his wife was killed by the 
Turks, he insisted on preserving her 
by immersion In boiling wax. 
Whether it worked out or not isn't 
told. What is known is that the son 
outdid the father in cruelty. 

His heart is said to be buried in a 
monastery on a little island not far 
from Bucharest. Go and see. 
Anything is possible in Rumania, a 
fairyland and country. I plan to go 
again next year with as many of the 
family as I can afford to take with 
me. 

Next time I want it to be with an in- 
ternational driving licence. I would 
recommend the (300 drive-y ourself 
(for two!) package deal. It provides 
a seven-day stay at top grade 
("category" A" > hotels on half- 
pension. or a 10-day stay (same 
category * bed and breakfast deal for. 
two — with a Dacia car. 

I would prefer this to a guided 
tour. 

There are good road maps. Petrol 
stations and garages are few and far 
between so check your car out 
thoroughly before setting out. If you 
do have to take a guide, get one from 
the national tourist office. The 
Israeli guides have a reputation of 
knocking off at odd moments to go on 
expeditions on their own.

PARIS. — Outgoing Foreign 
Minister YlgaJ Allon's book about 
Israel has aroused wide-spread 
attention in France. Unlike most of 
the best-sellers on the Middle East, It 
focuses on prospects for peace 
rather than war. 

Allon's 304-page work is entitled 
"Israel: The Struggle for Hope," It 
is published In Paris by Editions 
Stock at 40 francs. An Israeli edition 
Is scheduled shortly. 

The Minister struck a note of op- 
timism when he visited France to 
launch the book at a press con- 
ference. He told French reporters: 
"There are moments in history when 
one senses that the fruit is ripe for 
picking.' Certain events give grounds 
for believing that towards the end of 
the current decade, peace will

probably be established in the Near 
East." 

In the words of the literary critic of 
the Paris daily "Le Nouveau Jour- 
nal." the book is "the urork of a man 
who claims to be both an activist and 
a realist and who struggles for hope. 
His hope is for peace. He says he is 
just as convinced that Jews and 
Arabs can live together in peace as 
Frenchmen and Germans." 

Jacques Derogy, Middle East af- 
fairs expert of the news weekly 
"L'Express," says: "Allon's op- 
timism is tempered by his bitter 
acknowledgement of the setbacks 
suffered throughout the world by 
democratic values and by ideologies 
based on freedom. Israel still 
provides an example of these with its 
egalitarian communities and its 
open cooperatives, which remain the 
nursery where its leaders are bred." 

"Le Figaro” writes that Allon's 
deeply rooted Socialist convictions 
are in harmony with the feeling, 
which is no less deep, that he belongs 
to an "enigmatic people" and. even 
more so, to a "mysterious people.” 

The newspaper’s literary critic 
adds: "This does not prevent him 
from criticizing in his own country 
what he considers deserving of 
criticism, such as the position in the 
forefront of Israeli society of 
materialists and men of money. This 
is a theme to which he constantly 
reverts." 

"Le Figaro's” critic concludes: 
"What encourages him and also 
justifies the title of his book is that 
Arab tradition, while giving a 
primary role to blood vengeance — 
also awards full importance to the 
idea of ‘suha,’ reconciliation.”

LONG BEACH. California. — The 
YC-15 prototype took off from here 
Wednesday morning under cloudy 
skies for the Paris air show, cai-ry- 
l ing with it the hopes of McDonnell 
! Douglas to he chosen as the Short 
; Takeoff and Landing (STOL) air- 
craft of the future. 

The YC-15, referred to fondly by its 
developer as “our little white bird" 

is an ungainly monster which incor- 
porates several new technological 
'features which enable it to carry 
; twice the load of the C-130 tactical 
! airlift plane now in use by the U.S. 

| Air Force, but is able to land on a 
i field hall the length of that required 
by the C-130. It can accommodate 
the latest outsize tactical vehicles, 
includingthe M60 and XM1 tank or a 
179-mm gun. and is able to land on 
rough fields, mud or sand. The plane 
was shown . here Wednesday to a 
group of Israeli Journalists. 

McDonnell Douglas is also hoping 
for a big - foreign market Ihr the plane, 
which has already been studied by 
the O/C of the Israel Air Fores, 
Blnyamln peled. The plane was 
developed as McDonnell Douglas's 
entry in a' U.S. Air Force competi- 
tion. and completed its initial fUgbt 
development programme 
successfully in 1976, well within its 
budget. ‘ 

Its main competitor is Boeing Air- 
craft Corporation’s YC- 14 . An Air 
Force decision which plane- to 
proceed with is scheduled by the end 


of this year, at which time foreign 
governments will be able to pursue 
their interest in the plane as well. 

The YC-15's major selling point is 
its externally blown flap system, 
which works in this way: three large 
titanium flaps on each wing are 
lowered into the engine exhaust, 
deflecting 'the exhaust downward 
a nd increasing the circulation of air 
around the wing and flaps. Dais 
system doubles the lift, and thus the 
aircraft la able to meet the 
UJ3. specifications tor short take-off 
and landing. 

The plane is required to land 
within 2,000 feet (about 610 metres), 

' in fact, test flying has shown it can 
do this within 700 feet (230 metres) . 
Douglas officials feel the simplicity 
of their system gives them a major 
advantage over the Boeing version. 
The thrust rev era er system also 
protects ground troops from jet 
blast. 

The YC-15 is a tour-engine air- 
craft, with each engine in the range 
of 19,000 to 20,000 pounds of thrust, as 
opposed to the Boeing twin-engine 
version equipped with CFB engines 
with 40,000 pounds of thrust. While 
the Boeing has slightly more power 
than the YC-15. the plane ia intended 
to be a forward action aircraft, 
which conceivably could come under 
- fire. “We can’t imagine the Air 
Force choosing a plane which could 
lose half its power if one of Its 
engines was hit," said one Douglas 
official. .

is part of the U.S. fly-before-you-buy 
programme, in which prototype 
development contracts were signed 
with both McDonnell Douglas and 
Boeing. Douglas is also studying a 
passenger application tor the air- 
craft, a double-decker version which 
could be used either as an all- 
passenger craft or a joint passenger- 
freight craft, with the passengers 
seated in the top part, and freight — 
or arms — tucked underneath. 

The plane is well suited to civil 


application, since it's a wide-bodied 
aircraft, with low noise levels due to 
new generation engines, and its 
steep takeoff and landing, which 
restrict noise to the immediate 
vicinity. The main problem for civil 
use is the cost. 

The prototype on its way to Paris 
will make three stops — In 
Dayton. Ohio. Newfoundland and 
England — before landing at Le 
Bo urge t on Monday. 


Over-production 
of milk is ‘

Over-expansion of dfciry produc- 
tion at a time when the-price of ntilk 
powder is falling on worlifxnarketa is 
criticized in a Bank of Israel report 
to be published boo n? • - 

The rise in dairy production here 
last year was a continuation of that 
industry's growth over the last five 
years. In these earlier -year£ the* in- 
creased supply was absorbed by the 

local market, until the-' import of 
powdered milk was finally madeun-. 
necessary. . 

At the beginning of the 1870s 
production quotas had &ep Abolish- 
ed as a result of a shortage of dairy 
products. Farmers were giyed low- 
interest loans for the expansion of 
their herds. This encouragement 
continued, despite falling prices in 
world markets. 

Last year, however, restored dairy 
quotas helped' to Veduce, the Increase 
in the rate of production. Milk 
marketing is done exclusively 
through centraP dairies i which 
makes uncontrolled marketing im- 
possible. • 

The report also criticizes the 
poultry industry, where .farmers 
have continued to exceed production 
quotas. Because of that li was 
necessary to export . surpluses at 
prices which did riot even cover 
variable expenses, that is, sales 
were made at a Joss. ■ 


UJS.defers tax rise for businessmen 
and wage -earners abroad 


New diamond 'club* handles 
about 30% of all gems here

The U.S. Congress has now 
enacted the' “1977 Tax Reform Act" 
which defers the effective date of an 
increase in U.S. tax for wage- 
earners and businessmen residing 
outside of the United States. This 
latest change generally affects only 
those U.S. citizens who worked and 
had a U.S. tax liability for the year 
1976. . 

As part of the Tax Reform Act 
passed during September 1976, the 
U.S. Congress made several changes 
in respect of the “foreign-earned in- 
come exclusion." The exclusion, of 
wage and business income, was 
reduced to 615,000 per year tor most 
persons ($ 20,000 per year for 
employees of U.S. based charities) . 

The 1976 Act also provided far a 
special tax' computation whereby 
those persons excluding -employ- 
ment or business income were to be 
taxed bn their investment income 
(and excess non-excluded wage and 
business income) at a higher rate 
than heretofore. It further, provided 
for denial of the tax credit in respect 


Tax Reform Act a provision deferr- 
ing the effective date of the 1976 
chang es, db cu m ed above, to January X 
1977. The law as St applied to 1975, 
and prior years, continues to apply 
for tax returns for the year 1976. 

UJ5. citizens who have delayed fil- 
ing their 1976 tax returns until the 
■June 15 automatically extended fil- 
ing date for overseas taxpayers, are 
now advised by Internal Revenue to 
file these returns following the com- 
putations and rules which were used 
for computing foreign-earned in- 
come and the foreign tax credit on 

1975 tax returns. 

Dlls means that in preparing their 

1976 Form 1040 returns they should 
attach the old Form 2555 which was 
.printed on green paper and bore a 
revision date of October 1975 for the 
purpose of computing the exemption 
of income earned abroad. The new 
Form 2S55 dated November 1976 
printed on white paper should not be 
used. 

Similarly, the computation of 
foreign tax credit should be made on 
Form 1116 which was revised during 
October 1975 and not on the Form

come, '- a concomitant election to 
-forgo the exclusion, arid a provision 
enabling IRS to deny the exclusion 
for those persons who are paid out- 
side of the foreign country of 
employment and do not pay foreign 
income tax on their earnings. 

Prior to the Tax Reform Act of 
1976, a Uf>. citizen could exclude 
from UJ3. taxable income foreign 
employment and business Income up 
to $ 20,000 (or $25,000 if residing out- 
side of the U.S. over three years). 

Enactment of the new, severe 
provisions, retroactive to January l, 
1976, raised strong protest from U.S. 
international corporations and their 
employees abroad. As a result, the 
Congress has now included in its 1977 


December 2976. The new forms were 
sent to UA. taxpayers at the begin- 
ning of this year, but Internal 
Revenue is now advising U.S. 
citizens to ignore them. In order to 
secure copies of the old forma (used 
in connection with 1975 returns and 
now to be used with 1976 returns) 
taxpayers are being advised to con- 
tact the U.S. consuls who have been 
authorized to reproduce the old 
forms locally. The original printings 
of the old forms were considered to 
be obsolete when the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976 was enacted and are now 
rather scarce. 

U.S. wage-earners and 
businessmen working In Israel who 
have already filed 1976 returns bear- 
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ing U.S. tax liability are advised to 
submit claims for tax refunds. This 
can be accomplished by submitting 
an amended return on Form 1040X 
which is also available from U.S. 
consuls. 

Fbr the purpose of the necessary 
rec amputation of tax, these persons 
are further advised to associate with 
the amended returns the old Forms 
2555 and 1116 discussed above. On 
the other hand, wage-earners and 
businessmen who had no tax liability 
under the rules as passed in 
September. 1976, are generally not 
affected by a change in the effective 
date of the tax raise. Therefore, even 
if they bad used Forms 2555 and 1116 
showing the 1976 revision dates, it ls_ 
not necessary for them to file' 
amended returns. 

Finally, in order to avoid penalties 
for the year 1977, those persons with 
wage or business income derived 
outside of the U.S.. in excess of $15,- 
000, should compute the amount of 
required estimated tax payments in 
accordance with the rules under the 
1976 Tax Reform Act. For this pur- 
pose the new Forms 2555 and 1116 
(revised during 1976) should be used 
as guides for the computations.

TEL AVIV. — The New Israel Club 
for Commerce in Diamonds, founded 
three years ago, will make a con- 
certed effort to export $ 100 m. worth 
of diamonds in 1977 through its own 
members, Benzion Mounitz, presi- 
dent of the club, said yesterday. The 
400 club members will also export 
about 5200 m. through agents.* he 
said. (In 1976. its members exported 
directly only about $ 20 m.) 

The “Club" (whose members call 
‘it "Elgar") was founded with ISO 
members; today It has 400 members 
employing 3.000 workers, and was 
recently recognized by the Inter- 
national Federation of Diamond 
Bourses. 

(The Israel Diamond Exchange, 
whose building dominates the 
Ramat Gan skyline, has about 1,500 
members; in addition, there are 
another 2.000 to 2,500 persons in 
Israel who are licenced by the 
Government to buy, polish and sell 
diamonds, but who are not organized 
In either of these two bodies.) 

Mounitz said that the members of 
the Club now handle and polish about 
30 per cent of all diamonds in Israel. 

The Club was founded to help its 
members buy uncut diamonds in 
bulk, ' Ulus lowering the purchase 
price, as well as to help sell the

diamonds without intermediaries. It 
was established when Israel’s dia- 
mond exports were only about 
$430m. a year; last year exports 
were about $750m. and this year they 
should approach the $ 1 . 000 m. mark.

ASttSK. TH3 EARTHQUAKE come the tremors. The nation 
had. barely recovered from the Likud’s stunning electoral vie* 
torv a fortnight ago when it learned, to its shock and surprise, 
that former Defence Xiinister Moshe Dayan, a prime target of 
Menahem Begin’s wrath after the Tom Klppur War, is to be ap- 
pointed Foreism Minister in Mr. Be gin's own Likud government. 

The deal, engineered in the strictest secrecy, must have been 
deemed to be of advantage to both Mr. Begin and Mr. Dayan. 

For Mr. Begin, it signals a further weakening of what is now 
the Labour opposition — especially if Mr. Dayan is followed into 
the arms of the Likud by even a mere handful of his confirmed 
Labour disciples. It also means a drastic reduction In whatever 
bargaining power the Democratic Movement for Change retain- 
ed until yesterday as a potential coalition partner. 

The fact that Mr. Dayan, though highly sympathetic to Mr. 
Beglr.'s foreign policy views, Is not entirely identified with 
them, ought to be an asset rather than a liability to the next 
government. Some people, both at home and abroad, who are 
alarmed by Mr. Be gin 'a reputation for doctrinaire extremism, 
might be reassured by having as the country's Foreign Minister 
a pragmatist of experience such as Mr. Dayan. 

For Mr. Dayan, the Begin offer might well have appeared as 
perhaps the last opportunity of his public career. He had always 
been a mar. of action, not of oratory, and he had been candid 
enough to admit that cultivating his garden was not his idea of 
the good life. The prospect of several years of enforced idleness 
on the opposition benches could only have been depressing. 

Moreover, his membership In the Labour Alignment had long 
become a mere formality. He had made it clear on numerous oc- 
casions that he felt closer in spirit to Herat's Begin than to 
Mapan’s Talmi. In these conditions, it need not have been par- 
ticularly difficult for Mr. Dayan to rationalize his acceptance of 
the Foreign Ministry portfolio in a Likud government with the 
argument that the nation needs him more than ever at this time 
of political decision. What his Labour colleagues might think of 
him, he surely could not have cared less. 

The opinion of most of his colleagues was summed up early 
yesterday morning by Israel Kargman, the former head of the 
Knesset Finance Committee, who termed Dayan’s move an act 
of political prostitution and rank treachery. This is a harsh ver- 
dict, but it is not very wide of the mark. 

?£r. Dayan did, after all, consider a switch to the Likud even 
before the last elections. He was dissuaded from making it after 
receiving humble assurances from the party's leadership that 
there would be no cession of any part of Judea and Samaria 
without another election. 

If he considered the assurances inadequate, and still did not 
wish to join the Likud, he could have run his own list — as one 
loyal follower, Mordechai Ben-Porath, actually did, although 
without success. Mr. Dayan took the easy way. He hitched a ride 
onto Labour's wagon — and when the wagon got mired down, he 
simply jumped off it. 

The least that Mr. Dayan must do now, surely, is to return his 
newly won seat to Labour, as Mr. Peres has already insisted. 
There are precedents for Knesset Members bolting their parties 
and forming their own factions in mid-term, but there is no 
precedent for an elected Member changing allegiance even 
before the legislature had a chance to be convened. 

But even if he does surrender his Knesset seat, as some of his 
associates are predicting — which will not, of course, bar his 
taking a cabinet seat — Mr. Dayan’s apostasy would have to be 
recorded as a most unsavoury model of political behaviour. Ad- 
mittedly. party affiliation in a democracy is not a Catholic 
marriage. But neither should it be regarded as a succession of 
one-right stands. 

Apart from the issue of morality, however, there is the ques- 
tion of prudence. Was the Begin-Dayan deal really as clever as 
it seemed to its authors? 

The high-handed manner in which Mr. Begin engineered it 
could not fail to have offended his Liberal colleagues — notably 
Arye Duteia, who had reason to view himself as the Likud's 
choice for Foreign Minister. The Likud will survive, but the in- 
terna! strains may well increase. 

More importantly, it would he most astonishing if the DMC 
did not now break off for good Its coalition talks with the Likud. 
True, the DMC was conceived as a lever of governmental 
power, not as a voice crying In the opposition. The Itch to join in 
must be overpowering. But Mr. Begin’s cruel snub was a clear 
message to the DMC that its role in his government would be 
only minor and insignificant. For the DMC to accept such terms 
would be objectionable and suicidal. 

The alternative for the DMC is to form a pact with the Align- 
ment for a new kind of change — sometime later. The time in op- 
position need not be wasted. It should be spent in an effort to 
help reform and reshape Labour Itself — which was the original 
hope and design of many of the DMC's own leaders. 

Thus a virtue may yet be made of necessity. 
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HE HAS BEEN sitting on the fence 
for years, trying to sense in which 
direction the winds of political op- 
portunism were blowing. Be could 
never be bothered with minor party 
matters, always waiting for others to 
do the groundwork for him while he 
would reap the benefits of political 
power. He would always rely on his 
charisma and personal appeal to pull 
him through any political crisis that 
might develop, at the same time ex- 
pecting his supporters m the party to 
rally to his defence in time of trou- 
ble. 

Thus Golds Meir'8 Government 
was la-ought down three years ago 
over his refusal to relinquish the 
Defence Ministry in the wake of the 
Agranat Commission report and the 
aftermath of the Tom Klppur War. 
In his Inner heart, he probably never 
forgave Shimon Feres — his most 
loyal friend and political ally — for 
having agreed to take over the 
Defence Ministry from him. Having 
sat it out for three years on the back- 
benches of the Labour Party — a 
political semi- wilderness for him — 
he seemed determined to re-enter 
the highest inner forum of decision- 
making In an hour of destiny for 
Israel. 

Only six weeks ago he bad the en- 
tire leadership of the Labour Party 
practically on its knees asking him 
not to desert Its ranks on the eve of 
fateful elections. In a special 
gesture, he was given proper 
reassurance by outgoing Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin that the 
Government would go to the polls 
before ceding any territory In Judea

THE FINAL RESULTS of last 
week's elections to the Ninth Knesset 
bear out the initial impression that 
the predominant factor was the 
massive anti-Alignment vote. 

The antl-Allgnment voters did not, 
however, shift primarily to the Likud 
but were scattered among a wide 
spectrum of parties, beginning with 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change and ranging over the Likud, 
Arlk Sharon's Shlomzion. the 
National Religious Party and the two 
Aguda wings, and Flatto-Sharon. 

The political upheaval that is 
about to result in the installation of a 
Likud -led coalition in power in place 
of the Labour coalition, which has 
ruled Israel for its 29 years, was not 
solely the product of the shift In 
votes. Equally If not more important 
was the NRP's shift In allegiance 
from its traditional "historic 
partnership" with Labour to a 
hawkish Greater Israel association 
with the Likud. 

Improbable as it may sound, an 
alternative coalition would still be 
theoretically possible: Labour (32). 
DMC (15), NRP ■ (12), ILF (1). 
Shuiamlt Aloni ( 1 ). But this is com- 
pletely unrealistic today because of 
the dominant opinion within the NRP 
and the complete demoralization In 
the Labour camp. None the less, it is 
a hypothetical alternative, and it 
should be kept In mind. 

As noted, the most dramatic 
aspect of the elections was the mass 
defection — of close to 200,000 voters 
— from the Labour Alignment. This 
anti-vote could be felt throughout the 
country: in the up per- middle-class 
suburbs and neighbourhoods of the 
big cities (the Alignment's former 
strongholds), where the defectors’ 
votes went to the DMC; in the poorer 
quarters, where these votes went to 
the Likud. Arik Sharon and Flatto- 
Sharon; In development towns, 
which had always been organized by 
the Labour machine for the party, 
where the votes this time went to the 
Likud, Arlk Sharon and Flatto- 
Sharon; in the established 
mashavtm and kibbutzim of Ihud 
Hakvutzot Vehaklbbutzim where 
there were impressive shifts 
towards the DMC. 


THESE ARE the hard facts; on 
them, one can base intelligent 
guesses. 

Where did the DMC get Its 11.6 per 
cent of the vote? It Is quite clear that 
all of Shulamit Aloni’s lost votes and 
most of the ILP’s losses went to the 
DMC. And nearly all the rest of Its 
votes, about S per cent of the total, 
came from the Alignment. 

It would seem clear from the 
figures that few if any votes came to 
the DMC from the Likud. This would 
mean, among other things, that it is 
highly doubtful that Shmuel T&mir 
and the Free Centre, which he 
brought lock, stock and barrel Into 
the DMC. actually took many votes 
away from his erstwhile Likud 
partners. 

The DMC. although it did not fully 
realize its hopes of getting enough 
votes to become the Indispensable 
coalition partner of either the Likud 
or Labour, has established Itself 
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Dayan’s final betrayal 


and Samaria. Yet. this did not pre- 
vent him from continuing to 
negotiate with Likud leader 
Menahem Begin until the very 
deadline for submitting the parties' 
lists of Knesset candidates. Zs the 
end he did accept a prominent place 
on the Labour Alignment Knesset 
list and campaigned for it. 

Tim e and again he denied rumours 
that he might join the rival, right- 
wing Likud, claiming that he was 
“Labour" and that It was the Labour 
Party where he belonged despite 
Often serious differences of opinion. 
Only last Sunday he wrote a serious 
warning note on the choices facing 

the Democratic Movement for 

Change: 


“If the DMC will take part in the 
ousting of the Alignment, it will be 
responsible for bringing the right 
wing to power. The DMC does not 
have the power to turn Begin into a 
satellite dove of Prof. Rubinstein, 
nor can it instil in him the teachings 
of Israel democracy (without 
Nablus) according to Prof. Yadin's 
formula. The DMC's seven con- 
ditions for joining a Likud Govern- 
ment can be solved in 77 different 
smooth formulas; but the Likud will 
remain the Likud. 


“There is no such thing as just 
•change.' A change is always from 
something into something else. If the 
DMC chooses to change the regime 
in Israel, then this change will be ex- 
pressed by the fact that instead of an 
Alignment of the Labour parties a 
Likud Government will be in power. 
This will be the change and the real 
revolution which the Democratic 
Movement for Change will bring 
about." 

And as to the Labour Party he 
wrote that if it uses the time of sit- 
ting It out In the opposition — 
perhaps for not too short a period — 
“to reorganize, to deal with Itself 

seriously. It will recuperate and will 
regenerate not only as an opposition 
party,' but as an alternative to a 
Likud regime." 

He warned at the same time that 
this regenerating process of the 
Labour Party should not be done at 
the expense of allowing settlements 
in the West Bank. Withdrawal should 
not become "Labour ideology" 
simply to oppose the Likud. 

He also referred to the precarious 
co-existence with the Arab popula- 
tion in the administered territories, 
in the absence of peace, to which he 
contributed more than anyone else in 
>iU seven years as Defence Minister: 


“Formulas tor a peace agreement 
might be interesting ... but we have 
to give an immediate answer — and 
now with the rise to power of the 
Likud, more than ever before — to 
the undesirable but existing situa- 
tion with which we will have to live to 
all our regret tor a long time: living 
together with the Arabs in the 
territories in the absence of a peace 
settlement.” 

All this went by the wayside within 
four days.. Wednesday night came 
the flnai stab in the back. In the 
worst hour of Israel's Labour move- 
ment, Moshe Dayan, the man born in 
Israel’s first kibbutz settlement — 
Deganya — raised In Israel’s first 
cooperative moabav settlement — 
NaJial&l — groomed by Israel's and 
the Labour movement's founding 
father David Ben-Qurion, agreed to 
legitimize the country's first right- 
wing Government under the 
leadership of Menahem Begin — the 
man to whom everything Labour 
stood and stands for In Israel's 
history was anathema. 

Dayan's insurmountable 
pragmatism will probably not be 
short of arguments, attempting to 
justify his treacherous move, un- 
precedented even in Israel's unique 
history of political splits and up- 


heavals. There will be talk of trying j 
to moderate the policies of a Likud 
Government by restraining it* 
nationalist dogma.

SINCE ELECTION DAY. the NRP 
has been ecstatic over the results of 
its campaign for "a newer, cleaner 
NRP," claiming that its new Image 
did the trick of winning two ad- 
ditional Knesset seats.
